The I 2 tli Joint rule Roes Into effect today, 
than shutting down tin; Hood Rates against 
All new business unle-s through a suspeii- 
slon by a four* fifths vote some particular 
matter is admitted. It is always under- 
stood that an exception is made In relation 
to city and town petitions, as many of the 
latter must of necessity bo presented after 
the March town ineetin.s; but by Satur- 
day, when tlie clerks have not all the mat- 
ters docketed, we shall know all nearly 
what this General Court must do finally 
before it adjourns. 

Chairman Langford of the water supply 
committee seems to take the rebuff admin- 
istered by the House on Thursday with 
great imperturabillty. He probably did 
not care to be compelled to listen ad libi- 
tum to the cnnipluiuts of citizens of Clin- 
ton who do not like to have so many Ital- 
ians quartered among them during the con- 
struction of the Wuchuett reservoir. If 
Boston, Newton and the metropolitan 
cities and towns must drink Clinton water, 
hey must in consequence expect to have to 
consider that Clinton is annexed to the 
district, and lias become in a peculiar sense 
its ward. At all events, Mr. Walsh lias 
been annexed through being placed upon 
the metropolitan affairs committee. It 
seems a pity that Mr. Bates of Sterling 
could not have gone upon the committee 
rather than Mr. Walsh; but Mr. Walsh, a 
Democrat, carried It is district on this water 
issue, although in 1898. it cast 1G04 votes 
for tlie Republican candidate for governor, 
against 81<> for the Democrat, and so the 
metropolitan district has got to take it it 
seems. Had there been a stronger dispo- 
sition to concede Clinton’s claim for $5,UU0 
annually, from the Commonwealth, in lieu 
of taxes lost through removals because of 
the reservoir, we should probably never 
have heard of beer drinking and other 
abuses at Clinton, and neither would we 
have heard of Mr. Walsh. The House, by 
a practically unanimous vote on Thursday 
and Friday, determined that these alleged 
abuses should be investigated, and by a 
special committee instead of by the metro- 
politan and water committees sitting joint- 
ly. The Senate is now considering tlie 
matter, tlie chances being that tlie order 
will be killed. 

The committee on education has given 
one hearing upon the bill of Mr. New- 
ton for a mill tax lor the support of 
the public schools. There was absolutely 
no new voice heard in support of this 
measure, but that makes no particular dif- 
ference, the mill tax bill is an animal, and 
the sentiment for and ag dust it is pretty 
evenly divided. The average new man 
who comes to the -State House feels him- 
self bound to favor or either oppose because 
of local condition- ; unless it happens that 
he is a mau of marked individuality, \s iio 
examines the case for himself and decides 
it upon its merits rather than upon the 
question whether it helps or hurts his dis- 
trict.. Therefore, the bill might just us 
well be reported without a hearing as with 
one so far as any real enlightenment is 
given upon tlie matter. 

The committee on metropolitan affairs 
gave a hearing on Friday on the proposit- 
ion thut Boston take Downing and Chand- 
ler ponds as a part of the park system. 
This matter was pretty fully heard one 
year ago. 

Mr. Wood of the State Board of Agricul- 
ture, your fellow citizen, Mr. John Far- 
ley another, and other interested parties 
were before the speciul gypsy moth investi- 
gating committee yesterday, where l’rol. 
Fernuld and others, including Mr. Wood, 
testified to the ravages of the gypsy moth. 
Prof. Fernuld informs me that tlie gypsy 
moth has now a new uame; he is no longer 
“ocueriu dispar,” but some kind of a dis- 
par, I have lorg ttcn the first name. 
Meanwhile, by agreement ol the ways and 
means agriculture, the special investigat- 
ing committee, a §50,000 emergency appro 
priation bill has been reported, and taken 
some of its readings without opp< sit ion. 

Mr. Chadwick has put in another petition 
for Boston parties, asking that the present 
status of the Westminister chambers be 
legalized, on Copley Square. This of 
course raises the old question with which 
last year’s General Court declined to deal 
as to whether or not the law has been vio- 
lated wl ich limits the height of buildings 
in that locality. Strictly speaking, there 
can be no question, or the owners of the 
building would not ask that itsheightbe 
legalized. 

Mr. Langford was accorded the distin- 
guished honor on Monday of being per- 
mitted to adjourn the House. Sometimes a 
member makes this motion, but ofteuer 
the Speaker looks propitiatingly in the di- 
rection of the member, who nods liis ap- 
proval, uud then announces that he has 
made this interesting motion ; as a result 
the member aforesaid finds his name go- 
ing down to posterity in the printed 
records of the body. Of course Mr. Lang- 
ford needs no such title to fame, but in 
case of the man who never talks it means a 
goud deal. 

Mr. Chadwick dumped several petitions 
from Mayor Wilson on the house clerk’s 
desk on Monday, with the pleasing in- 
formation that when those had been assim- 
ilated, there would be some more. The 
mayor asked that the city be authorized to 
divide Ward .Six into precincts; that the 
mayor and aldermen be empowered to ap- 
point all ollicers not otherwise provided lor 
in the charter or speciul laws; the bound- 
ary line between Newton and Brookline lie 
changed; that there bo legislation concern- 
ing the connection of ostubs with sewers, 
evidently the bill asked for a year ago; and 
thut the mayor and chief of police be em- 
powered to summon witnesses on matters 
affecting the discipline of police ollicers. 
Hereafter, nobody can charge Mr. t bad- 
wick with neglecting to do his part toward 
keeping the committee on cities well em- 
ployed. Later in the day Mr. Langford in- 
troduced the Newton grade crossing bill on 
petition ol Muyor Wilson. Mann.

OUR POOH POSTAL SERVICE. 


To remedy in some degree tlio poor ser- 
vice in Newton of which so many com- 
plaints have justly been made, Postmaster 
Ellis and Superintendent Morgan have en- 
deavored to have an extrn carrier allow d 
for Newton the first week of every month 
and a strongly w orded request was sent 
on to Washington to the department to that 
effect. That would help out the present 
force of carriers, although an extra carrier 
should be allowed for the lull month and 
even then It would not be possible to make 
three full deliveries every day. 

A reply has been received from First As- 
sistant Postmaster General Perry S. Heath, 
who it will be remembered is now chair- 
man of oue department of the Republican 
campaign committee, and also financially 
interested in one of the New York City 
banks specially favored by the govern- 
ment, and so of course he does not have 
time to attend very thoroughly to the regu 
lar duties of his office. Possibly his reply 
is influenced by this, as it is much easier to 
make a formal denial of u request than it 
would be to look into the matter and see 
whether the request should not be granted. 

Mr. Heath says: 

"1 am in receipt of yours of the 24th 
instant transmitting a communication from 
the superintendent of the Newton Station 
and endorsing his request for an addition- 
al carrier for six days in each month. I re- 
gret that lam tumble to grant this allow- 
ance, but in view of the condition of the 
appropriation no additional expenditures 
can be authorized even in small amounts.” 

This is of course only the ti>uul stere- 
otyped reply to requests, that are made by 
those who have no political backing, and 
it was hardly reasonable to expect any 
other kind of a reply. The proper way 
would be to bring some political pressure 
to bear upon Mr. Heath, and if it was made 
strong enough lie would soon find that the 
appropriation would allow of the expen- 
diture. That is the way to reach men of 
the stamp of Mr. Heath. Congressman 
Sprague should tie appealed to, and the ap- 
peal should be backed up by a strong po- 
litical c< nimitiee of the citizens of New- 
ton 11 Congressman Sprague took the 
matter up vigorously he could secure us 
another carrier for the whole month. As 
Governor Roosevelt says, only a foolish ! treason and responsible for the death of 


Some of the Boston papers take the ground 
that because of the manipulations by Ad- 
dicks and others, the price of gas can not 
he reduced in Boston, because it would thus 
be impossible to pay dividends on the stock 
of the manipulated companies. But most 
of this stock represents simply water, and 
the people of Boston should not be called 
on to pay dividends upon It. Nevertheless 
the Boston gas ring has a powerful lobby, 
which got the best of the legislature in 1896 
by securing the passage of the pipe line 
company’s hill, and it is doubtful whether 
the lobby will not be able to defeat all 
these bills for Investigation. Boston citi- 
zens ought not to pay more than .TO cents 
for gas, and this would give a fair return 
on all the money that has been honestly 
Invested. 

Kentucky lias suddenly become of 
more interest than South Africa, by the 
assassination of the Democratic candidate 
for governor, and the seeming desire of the 
Republican candidate to throw the state 
Into organized riot and bloodshed rather 
than lose his office. Col. Watterson, who 
may be rather prejudiced, says that the 
whole thing is the result of the determina- 
tion of the Louisville & Nashville railroad 
compan' to run the state and have one of 
its own creatures for governor, and certain- 
ly something more than politics would 
seem to be necessary to explain the desper- 
ate acts of Taylor. Is this a sample of 
what we shall have when the great corpor- 
ations take an active part in politics? 
Taylor has also had the very bad taste to 
greatly embara as the President by appeal- 
ing to Kim for assistance, and the support 
of federal troops, which can not be granted, 
and the administration men in Washington 
bitterly condemn Taylor as having by his 
acts made certain that Kentucky will be 
solidly Democratic In the Presidential 
election next fall. 

Governor Roosevelt is being con- 
gratulated on his victory over Payne, but 
It appears that this was not won without 
Platt's consent. The new appointtee Is a 
devoted follower of Platt, and Roosevelt 
once characterized him as unfit to hold any 
office, but that was before Teddy became a 
practical politician. It now appears that 
he offered Hendricks the office twice be- 
fore, but the latter refused and only con- 
sents this time because Platt told him to 
take it. Really, people do not seem far 
wrong when they assert that Platt is the 
real governor of New York, and that 
Roosevelt can do nothing without first get- 
ting the approval of the boss. This must 
be particularly aggravating to a man of 
R losevelt’s character, especially as it can 
not be kept a secret. 

Things seem to be ;in fever heat in the 
United States Senate as well as in Ken- 
tucky, judging from the reports of the de- 
bates over Senator Pettigrew’s motions. 
The imperialistic Senators should not take 
their politics so seriously, and they put 
themselves In a bad position by losing 
their tempers every time any criticism is 
made of the administration’s Phillippiue 
policy. Men who are sure of the righteous- 
ness of their cause are generally more 
philosophical, and can meet criticism culm- 
ly, trusting to time for their vindication.

If you w ill iivu in tiie same inti- 
mate relations with God us Christ lived you 
cuu be iu the same position. Tiie beauty 
of tiie leadership of Christ wus lie at- 
tained what He desired, uud then He de- 
clined to the world “tiie pure in heart sliull 
see God.” Remember we must not follow 
too slavishly tiie leadership of Christ. 
True leadership brings not tiie individual 
strength of men uud women. Every one is 
designed to be some tiling different from 
liis neighbor. And in following Christ we 
are not to do so iu such a manner us to 
cony Him, but to develop the very best that 
is In us. lluving a conscious purpose to 
serve men better, witli an iuterest that 
suffers with tiie world, liiut weeps w hen 
they weep, uud rejoices when they rejoice, 


feeling itself in truth w itli the world in all 
tilings, helping to make other lives not 
better In some other world but now.

The Tarlfl on Salt. 

[Springfield Republican.] 

Byron W. Holt of the New York Deform 
Club calls attention to tiie fact that the 
price of salt lias been increased 50 per cent, 
by the combined manufacturers since the 
passage of the Dingley tariff bill iu 1897. 
The previous, or Wilson, tariff aot put suit 
on the free list, although the manufacturers 
said it would ruin their industry. Instead, 
however, the domestic production of salt 
went right on increasing -from 11,897,208 
barrels in 1893 to 12,908,417 iu 1894. 10.009,- 
049 in 1895. and 13,850,720 in 1890, while net 
imports of salt were no lurger than they lmd 
been under the duties imposed by the Mc- 
Kinley tariff. So that the reimposition of 
duties amounting to about 50 per cent, by 
the Dingley act has served chielly to enable 
the salt combination to increase prices by 
the full extent of the protection afforded.

SINGLE TAX. 

Those who looked for a long session of 
the hoard of aldermen Inst Monday even- 
ing, were happily disappointed. A docket 
that would have demanded an “all-night” 
session of the 1899 board was acted upon 
in less than an hour and a half, and a Li- 
minute reoess was included. 

President Bally was prompt in calling 
the new board to order, and but one mem- 
ber was absent. 

THK SINGLE TAX. 

In a communication to the board, City 
{Solicitor {Slocum informed the aldermen 
that he had considered their request of 
last meeting, and was prepared to give an 
opinion regarding the board's pow r to re- 
quest the mayor to petition the general 
court of Massachusetts to adopt a bill 
. granting local option in cities and towns in 
the matter of the assessment of taxes. 

Mr. Slocum, in his decision said tliat he 
believed that it was ful'y within the pro- 
vince of the aldermen to request the mayor 
to take such action. Mr. Slocum did not 
wish to be understood as indorsing the 
measure. 

Further, he stated, that the board would 
have to take such action as representatives 
of the people, and they should not enter 
upon the matter unless fully satistied that 
the welfare of the city was to be improved 
and that the city would derive benefit. The 
communication was accepted. 

A petition from prominent Wards One 
and Seven residents was presented request- 
ing that a public hearing be given them and 
others interested on the question of the 
mayor's petitioning the general court for 
action in behalf of single tax as described 
above. A hearing was granted for March 
5. 

THE FARNIIAM INCIDENT. 

It will be remembered that the board did 
not confirm the mayor's nomination of Irv- 
ing T. Farnham as city engineer at its 
meeting on Jan. 22. Instead, it appointed a 
special committee of seven members to con- 
sider the matter. Every one knew that 
this was done in the interest of Mr. Stepnen 
Childs, who sought the office of city en- 
gineer. 

Monday evening, this committee reported 
4 to 3 in favor of sustaining the major. 
The report was conspicuously marked on 
the docket “Majority.” 

When the report was presented, Aider- 
man Dana moved that further considera- 
tion be delayed until March 19. This lie 
did that an opportunity might be hud to 
ascertain the salary Mr. Farnham would 
be willing to accept, and also that Aider- 
man Warren, who expects to be away 
several weeks, would be given an oppor- 
tunity to see the question settled. 

Alderman Dana then presented a resolu- 
tion which he was anxious to have adopted. 
In substance it requested the major to as- 
certain what salary Mr. Farnham expected 
and would accept, providing he received 
the appointment. 

Both these matters, Alderman Dana 
thought, could be laid over until March 19. 
Alderman Lyman was of an entirely differ- 
ent opinion. He wanted the mayor called 
upon then, and Alderman Dana did not 
object. 

Major Wilson came info the chamber in 
response to a summon-* from City Messen- j 
gor Wellington lie told the board he had 
sai l but little to Mr. Farnham.

SUNDAY MORNING FIRKS. 


HOME AT CHESTNUT HILL DESTROYED 

AND ONE AT WEST NEWTON DAM- 
AGED. 

Shortly after midnight, Sunday morning, 
there were two serious tires in Newton, 
which resulted In a total damage of about 
$15,500. Both were in dwelling houses, and 
in each case the occupants had narrow es- 
capes from being overcome by the llames. 

The first alarm came from box 35 shortly 
after 12 o'clock. The fire was located in 
the upper part of the house occupied by 
Elizabeth Allen at 1(17 Curve street, West 
Newton. The family were asleep and 
were awakened just in time to make their 
escape. 

On the arrival of the firemen, a torrent of 
water was poured into the building, and, 
after an hour's work, the blaze was ex 
tingulshed. The loss is placed at about 
$500, including damage to the house, per- 
sonal property, etc. The house is owned 
by Thomas Johnson. 

While several pieces of apparatus were 
yet to return to their stations, an alarm 
from box 84 sent the firemen Hying over to 
the south side of the city to a fierce fire in 
the residence of Levi \\ . Scott on Waban 
Hill road. Chestnut Hill. 

Here, as at the first fire, the family had 
barely time to get out of the house in safety 
and personal effects and about everything 
of value had to be left behind. 

When the firemen arrived on the scene, 
the liames were shooting high up through 
the roof. The interior from the first lloor 
up was a raging furnace. Although the 
house, which was a frame structure, was 
apparently doomed, the firemen set to 
work with a will, but it was not until after 
8 o’clock Sunday morning that they got the 
better of the fire. The damage here 
amounted to about $15,000, including per- 
sonal effects, etc. 

The exact cause of the fires is not known, 
but it is thought that the first was started 
by a defective flue, and the other by an 
overheated furnace.

The Rev. Ozora Stearns Davis, who has 
recently accepted a call to the Central Con- 
gregational church of NewtouviUe preached 
his first sermon Sunday morning. There 
was a large congregation preeent. He took 
for his text u part of Mark x. 5, “Master, 
it is good for us to hear aud let us make 
three tabernacles.”

But deep down un- 
der it all in tlie human heart is that passion 
for religion, that power of seeing visions 
v. inch ha-> given to tlie world such men as 
Martin Luther, John Wesley and John 
Buskin, ami on which depends the power 
of the church in Hie world. Tuesday even- 
ing the Kev. and Mrs. Davis were tendered 
an i i.b i mal reception by the members of 
Hie cong. egution.

FIRST MEETING IN NEWTON. 


Tilt; BOSTON MISSIONARY SOCIETY AT 
KL or CHURCH — LIBERAL SUPPORT OF 
GOOD WORK RECOGNIZED. 

'The 83d aunuul meeting of the Boston 
City MUsionuij .Society was held Sunday 
evening in the Eliot church .Newton. There 
was a lurge congregation present, includ- 
ing friends from the Central Congregation- 
al church ol XtwtcujiUe, whose pustor, 
the Uev. O. S. Davis, wus one of the speak- 
ers. 

An introductory uddress was given by 
President Itluhurd 11 .Stearns, who tliuuked 
tlie members of the church for their liberal 
support duiing the past yeur. He said 
that it w as the second time in the history 
of the society thut its annual meeting hud 
been held outside of Boston. Last year it 
was held ut theilarvurd church. Brookline. 
The reason for this departure was thut, in 
reality, Brookline and Newton were but 
parts of Greater Boston, and ulso that the 
Harvard and Eliot churches were umoug 
tlie largest contributors to the society. 

i lie annual report of the society wus 
read by the secretary, the Kev. D. W. 
Waldron, who spoke of the various depart- 
ments of work carried on by the society, 
uud gave illustrative incidents in connec- 
tion with fresh air, Easter, Thanksgiving 
aud Christmas missions. He stated thut 
one of the great needs of tlie poor was that 
justice should be duuo them, rather than 
aims giving. 

A ecu ding to the report, during the year j 
the society employed 22 missionaries, and 
ut one time 23. These were paid only $5oo 
for their services. They visited 50,581 per- 
sons, representing 21,920 families. .Some 
765 had been sent to Sunday school, em- 


ployment hud been found lor 420 persons, 
and 1335 families had been aided.. During 
the year the societj lost one of its mission- 
aries, Dea. Samuel C. Wilkins, who hud 
labored among the poor for 37 years. The 
year’s total receipts were $50,90(5 12. 

The Kev. O. 8. Davis spoke of the con- 
ditions ami life in the eastern districts of 
London. He said wo are accustomed to 
think of the submerged tenth, but against 
them are also to be considered tlie nine- 
tenths vvii'i swim. The City Missionary' 
Society is raising the submerged tenth, he 
said, but, better, is doing something to- 
ward keeping the nine-tenths up as they 
swim. Hopefulness and self-sacrifice are 
among the characteristics of the swim- 
ming nine-tenths, but, behind these, only 
the gospel can do the work that must be 
done to prevent wreck and loss. That is 
what the City Missionary Society is doing. 

Tlie Kev. W. II . Davis, pastor of the 
Eliot church, also spoke, and indorsed the 
work of the society.

Diphtheria 29, scarlet fever 21, typhoid 
fever 1, and measles 9. During the month 
of January Ioh rooms were disinfected.

The anmnl meeting of tho Newton Hog- 
pltnl Corporation was hoi ' Monday after- 
noon In the parlor* of the nurses' home, on 
the hospital grounds, at Woodland. I About 
2.1 members of the board oT trustees were 
present, with President .1. It. Leeson In tho 
chair. 

President Leeson, In his report of tho 
work of the hospital during the past year, 
sAid, in part: 

During the past yenr tho new wards and 
other additions to our plant and resources 
have enabled us to meet all demands ac- 
ceptably. There are now accommodations 
for 130 patients in all wards of tlio hospi- 
tal. 

The new year lias commenced with tho 
largest number of patients in the wards in 
the history of the hospital; diphtheria and 
scarlet fever wards unduly crowded, and 
the entire force of nurses worn and ex- 
hausted by long continued tests of strength 
and skill. 

Reside usual types of cases in the general 
wards, the splendid facilities supplied by 
the E. U. Haskell and Emerson operating 
rooms have been in constant use, important 
operations being of frequent occurrence. 
It is the testimony of the stall' surgeons, 
consultants and others, that the operating 
rooms and adjuncts are adequate In charac- 
ter, appliances and arrangements for the 
most exacting requirements Most gratify- 
ing is this feature of our work, tho relief 
thus dispensed being substantial and appre- 
ciable. The donors of these and oilier re- 
cent additions to tii- hospital equipment 
may well experience satisfaction in the re- 
flection that their ben licence is n living 
and helpful force, diffusing among many 
incalculable relief. 


We can clearly see what the conse- 
quences would have been during the recent 
epidemic of diphtheria and scarlet fever, 
without the beneiit of treatment and isola- 
tion rendered possible in tlio contagious 
wards of the hospital. No wiser step was 
ever taken by the Newton city government 
than through tiie appropriation to defray 
the cost of building those wards. It has 
been the means of saving valuable lives, 
and has undoubtedly had the effect to limit 
tlio spread of the terribe diphtheria 
scourge in this vicinity. 

The state boa d of health is entitled to 
warm appreciation ot' the citizens of this 
commonwealth for its sagacious action in 
procuring and distributing anti toxin serum 
of uniform potency, producing such results 
as to render largely innocuous the disease 
formerly often fatal in its effects. This 
remedy is so efficacious when promptly and 
properly applied that with more than l.jO 
cases treated in our contagious wards since 
this time last year we have had only four 
fatalities, and those may be accounted for 
by the length of time which elapsed be- 
tween tiie attack and receipt of tho cases 
at the hospital. 

With such recent and emphatic demon- 
stration of tiie inestimable value of tlio 
wards for treatment of noxious diseases, it 
will be wise for the city government to be 
preparing for the construction of larger 
and more substantial buildings for these 
important uses Successful as we are, tiie 
work lias been carried on under manifest 
disadvantages to the unfortunate patients 
as well as to attending nurses, owing to the 
crowded condition of tiie wards and ab- 
sence of sufficient space and .facilities for 
the trying work involved in such Heat- 
ment. 

The board of trustees feels deeply grate- 
ful to numerous friends who have provided 
means for carrying on tiie work of tho 
hospital miring the past year, and who 
have by liberal aid enabled them to begin 
the new year with all linancial obligations 
discharged, and a sufficient balance, with 
economy and good management, to insure j 
successful continuance of the work of the 
institution during the present year. The 
Newton churches are a shining example; 
they have recently uguin shown that hos- 
pital Sundin may be depended upon as a 
perennial source of income by the hospital. 


The Hospital Aid Association lias con- 
tinued its invaluable succor, and has assist- 
ed in many ways, wherein its organization 
and personnel give it peculiar fitness and 
efficiency ; few are aware ot its far-reach- 
ing helpfulness, or tiie extent of our obli- 
gutiou to the late president of the associa- 
tion. 

The Newtonville Guild and other organ- 
izations and friends have likewise gener- 
ously helped ns. 

Tiie medical and surgical stnlf, medical 
superintendent and matron have our grate- 
lul acknowledgments for untiring services 
in the cause of humanity. 

Tho nearness of tiie hospital to Wellesley 
College, makes it conveniently available for 
use in extreme cases by Wellesley students, 
and it is a source of gratification that tiie 
college authorities have, whenever occasion 
required such action, made use of our hos- 
pital treatment. 

The numerous patients in the contagious 
wards last Christmas time, will doubtless 
long bold in lively remembrance greetings 
by which they were gladdened on Christ- 
mus day, because of the presence among 
them of two Wellesley students. The 
good cheer and helplul spirit shown by 
those students to other inmutes of tho 
wards, were pleasing incidents in hospital 
life worthy of having a permanent place in 
the records of this institution. 


Analysis of the treasurer’s report shows 
increuscd cost of treatment per capita dur- j 
i ug the past year. This is partly due to 1 
the small number of patieuts in the early i 
portion of the period, and excess of cases < 
in the contagious wards, where tiie cost is ' 
necessarily much higher than in tiie gener- 
ul wards, during the latter part; ot the 
year. Contributing to the same result, also, 
is the greatly increased price of all necessa- 
ries, us well as extru cost of maintenance, 
owing to larger area of tlio hospital prem- 
ises.

selected from tiie large numbers who apply 
fol admission as pupil nurses. 

I cannot close this Uriel retrospect with- 
out the expiessiou of u sense of obligation 
to all co workers, win* by wise counsel uml 
cheerful presence iuipurt u constant stimu- 
lus in this useful service, Looking toward 
the future, we have every reason to feel en- 
courugeineiit and hope.

The relations between tho hospital and 
tiie training school continue most harmoni- 
ous. and illustrate Hie reciprocal advantage 
of this close association. The hospital fur- : 
nislins in its medical and surgical staff an i 
able corps of instructors, ami in its wards t 
an abundance and variety of clinical mil- | 
tori aI, without which a thorough profes- 
sional training would be impossible. Tho 
school, on the other hand, furnishes u baud 
of workers, eager to learn, and zealous in 
the performance of their duties. This in- 
terdependence of school and hospital has j 
been demonstrated anew dining tiie past 
year. In the ever widening work of tho 
hospital, its need of nurses continues to lie 
met by the pupils of this school. Their 
courage and devotion shone during the re 
cent epidemic of diphtheria, which severe- 
ly taxed the capacity of tiie wards as well 
as the strength of those in charge. Cheer- 
fully responding to the call for extra work, 
uml regardless of tiie danger involved, our 
nurses performed a service in this epidemic 
of deep import to the public welfare, and 
rellecting honor upon tlio school. 

Many calls have beon received for tho 
work of our pupil nurses in tlio homes of j 
tills community. Tho superintendent lias ’ 
responded as often as was consistent with ! 
the requirement of the hospital work, and I 
much experience has been gained in tills , 
way, besides earning upwards of twenty- 
live hundred dollars for tlio funds of the 
institution. A considerable number of our | 
graduates are located in Newton, whose 
citizens are prompt to recognize their skill. 
These graduates are upholding the tradi- 
tions of the school, are in touch with tlio 
hospital, and keep abreast with what is 
latest and best in their profession. Many 
are scattered in various states and pro- 
vinces, and not a few arc holding responsi- 
ble positions in other hospitals. Some are 
leaving their professional work for the re- 
sponsibilities of married life; and we need 
not regret their departure, for this is an 
educational institution, highly technical, 
yet doing much to train tho heart and hand 
for the manifold duties of a woman’s life. 

Gur assistant superintendent, Miss Mo- 
Killop, has been called away to take charge 
of another hospital. Her resignation lias 
been accepted with sincere regret, and she 
is followed to her new field, with the hearty 
good wishes of those who have learned her 
value here. .She is succeeded in this school 
by Miss Fairfield of Pomfret, Conn., also 
one of our own graduates, well-fitted lor 
tiie work she lias undertaken. 

Seven years have now elapsed since Miss 
McDowell was elected matron of the New- 
ton hospital, and superintendent of its 
training school. At this, tiie expiration of 
her first septennial here, it is lining to re- 
member that the efficiency of the school is 
largely due to her rare ability us a teacher 
ami organizer. 


Tho corporation of tho Newton Hospital 
learns with gratitude of an improvement in 
the health of Dr. Thayer, and desires to ex- 
tend its hearty sympathy to hioi and to all 
who are temporarily deprived of his pres- 
ence. ills associates in this body are more 
deeply impressed than ever with his value 
to our hospital, as well as to the communi- 
ty at lurae, and earnestly hope that he will 
mi m be completely restored to liis life of 
beneficent uetivlty.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


[Appoint Legislative Correspondence ] 

Boston, Fob. 7. 

The legislators are now very well into 
tho harness, large numbers of committees 
being in session every day, ami tiie reports 
are beginning to come up for the action of 
tiie House mid the Senate. Not only are 
tlio regular committees organized, but tho 
social committees, so to speak, are also 
pretty well in shape. On Monday after- 
noon, tiie Middlesex County members had 
a meeting in room 4 -'M>. Senator Ray and 
Representatives Chadwick and Langford 
being present, of course, and Representa- 
tive Fitts of Somerville was elected chair- 
man and Representative McPherson of 
Framingham, secretary. A committee was 
also chosen to arrange for a dinner. 

One of tho slow committees in getting 
down to business this year seems t<» be 
that on metropolitan affairs, although it 
has hud n few unimportant hearings. Tiie. 
committee on cities has been a contrast to 
tills committee in the particular of in- 
dustry. Some committees seem to be utter- 
ly unable to do much of anything until 
they see tiie whole mass of bills and peti- 
tions which are to be considered, spreud out 
I before them . I do not think Mr. Chadwick 
and ills associates upon the cities commit- 
tee will bo sorry that they have pursued u 
different course. It was the only one they 
could pursue and get through their hear- 
ings in any respectable length of time. 

It is stated that tiie bill which lias been 
put in for taking lands on the upper 
Charles for park purposes, is in reality a 
deficiency bill to cover an expenditure 
from (50,000 to $75,000 in order to do work 
already authorized. Tiie metropolitan 
park board was disposed to make this bill 
of even greater proportions by Including 
provisions for taking lands around Mother 
Brook, in West Itoxbury; but Representa- 
tive Langford protested against this idea. 
He wus in favor of both schemes, but felt 
that they stood upon a different footing. 
The first bill simply carries out tlio will of 
the General Court as already expressed; 
the second bill is u practically new propo- 
sition, and considering the fact that the 
governor lias recommended the idea of en- 
acting 110 new legislation needing new ap- 
propriations in the metropolitan district, 
may not have good success. 

L/l his Mother Brook scheme is apparently 
another measure, in which the questions of 
fixing the water levels comes in. Theie 
was a very interesting hearing before the 
committee on water supply on Friday last, 
although it did not get very fur, being post- 
poned until Thursday next on tiie question 
of Brookline taking more water irom the 
Charles river. There were six prominent 
lawyers at the hearing, and the park board 
was also represented, and it was that this 
question bore upon the issue of taking 
lands and fixing levels in Mother Brook 
also. 

It is stated that practically all the bills 
submitted from Newton last week, except- 
ing that, tor the elimination of grade cross- 
ings, were perfecting measures intended to 
make more clear the meaning ot statutes 
already passed. None of these matters 
have as yet been assigned tor hearings. 
This grade crossing matter is getting to be 
a very large issue. The provision tor a 
grade crossings loan, under which the New- 
ton crossings already eliminated were 
changed, provided for an expenditure by 
the Common wealth of $.'>, 000 , non. As the 
state, only paid one fourth <d the amount in 
each case, this meant a total of expendi- 
tuie for grade crossing’s abolition of $ 2 o.- 
000,000 ; $3,(X)o,0(io Ims already been spent 
by the state, which shows that at least 
$ 12 , 000,000 has been spent for this purpose, 
and that S3.(MX»,000 is available, tirade 
crossings in sight, it is understood, will 
more than eat up this sum. 

Mr. Skinner of Watertown has put in a 
bill to provide for an appropriation 01 £.". 0 ,- 
1 H 10 tor the work of improving the banks of 
th*'. Charles river. Tins is. ol course, a be- 
ginning on tiie improvement contemplated 
when tiie land along the Charles river was 
taken. 

Before the committee on counties, on 
Tuesday, there was a hearing on the 1 (.‘com- 
mendations of the controller ot county ac- 
count.-', 1 out nisti u-nents filed with registers 
of deeds, etc., alter tiie hour of closing 
shall he in law considered us being filed at 
the opening hour ot the Billowing day. Mr. 
Childs 01 the Cambridge reglstiy. who got 
into trouble through me fi mg ol u thous- 
and dollar lien ut two o'clock on a .Satur- 
day, wus one of llie leading w ituesses, and 
during his testimony, slated that years ago 
when lie was city clerk ol Newton, Judge 
Gardner advised him very strongly novel 
to take an instrument ut his house, uml 
never to take oue under any circumstances 
outside of otlice hours, unless lie desired to 
invite attachments. Mr. Childs believed 
that advise to be good, but said that lawyers 
sometimes took advantage of u registering 
officer, as in this case, when the attorney 
got into the registry ny asking the privi- 
lege of chunging a five dollar bill. There 
are 21 registers in the Commonwealth, and 
they seem to bo ull agreed in l'uvor ot this 
measure. 

There is a great interest about tiie State 
House in tiie coming contest for tiie succes- 
sion to tiie lamented Councillor Durell. It 
he could have luund time and strength for 
the work it is thought ox-Hepresentutive E. 
L. Rickard might have been prevailed upon 
to have gone into tiie contest. It rather 
looks as though it will finally become one 
between George W. l’erklusof Somerville 
and Henry I). Yerxa of Cambridge, al- 
though there are several other candidates 
for tho place. Ex-Representative Chandler 
of Somerville has been very active about 
tlio corridors for a day or two, aud it is 
supposed that Joseph B. MacCabu of Last 
Boston would hardly refuse the place if 
offered to him. It is rather u pity that the 
members of the General Court from the 
district could not agree upon one ol these 
ineu. 

The committee on cities hus assigned 
three Newton bills for hearing on Mmniu.v 
next. They are for tiie appointment n.v 
mayor and aldermen of city officials not 
otherwise provided for; tor division <d 
Ward li into precincts; aud tlio sewei e<*u- 
neotion bill which was before tiie commit- 
tee u y ear ago. 

The gypsy moth investigation is in many 
respects tiie most holly contested matter 
now under consideration. At the hearing 
yesterday. Dr. Madison Bunker of Newton 
described his experience with the men of 
the gynsy moth committee, which con- 
vinced him of the thoioughuessof its work. 
Street Commissioner Ross of Newton also 
testified to the same effect, but his testi- 
mony was met by the oilier side, who pro- 
duced liis brother, Senati r Ross of Brigh- 
ton. who hud nothing whutuver that wus 
good to say of the work of the committee or 
of its employes. He made u very bitter at- 
tack upon them, which included charges of 
unfair dealing aud log rolling, which l 
understand will be met by affidavits con- 
taining total denials of the charges.

A CITY WITHOUT SOAP. 


SIXTY THOUSAND JAPANESE WIIO HAP 
NOT LEAUNEI) HOW TO IIATHK. 


Miss Kate Y. Johnson, of Madison, Ind., 
who lias lived in Japan for thirteen years, 
talks in an interesting way of the little 
people of that country, who live without 
chairs, bedsteads, knives, forks, spoons or 
soap: of the women who paint their 
tenth black mid shave their eyebrows to 
indicate loyalty to their husbands; of the 
carpenters who make long beautiful shav- 
ings by drawing their planes toward them 
and who place the back door at the front 
of the house; and of their books iu which 
tia* preface is '.placed at tiie end of the 
book and foot notes at the head of tiie 
page. 

Miss Johnson first went to Akita, a city 
of no , 000 persons, and found it a city w ith- 
out soap. Naoye Salto, a young Japanese 
girl who came to live in her house, had 
never had a soap bath in her life. She 
kicked and screamed when her first bath 
was given her and said they were trying to 
kill her.

An lm:t;orlnl Oration. 

The funeral • at ion of Pericles Is 
pretty nearly wlmt was actually spo- 
ken, or else it is the substance of the 
speech written out in the historian's 
own words, says James Ford Rhodes 
in The Atlantic. Its intensity of feel- 
ing and the tilting of it so well into the 
situation indicate it to be a living con- 
temporaneous document, and at the 
same time it has that universal appli- 
cation which we note in so many 
speeches of Shakespeare. 

A few years after our civil war a 
lawyer in a city of tiie middle wc -t 
who had been selected to deliver the 
Memorial day oration came to a friend 
of liis in despair because he could write 
nothing but the commonplaces about 
those who had died fur the Union and 
for the freedom of a race which bad 
been uttered many times before, and 
be asked for advice. 

"Take the funeral oration of Pericles 
for a model.” was tlu* reply. “Use his 
words where they will fit nnd dress up 
the rest to suit our day.” 

Tlio orator was surprised to find how 
much of the oration could be used bod- 
ily and how much, with adaptation, 
was germane to his subject.

The annual meeting of the New ton Hos- 
pital held this week, calls attention to the 
remarkable progress this institution has 
made in the few years since its organiza- 
tion. It began in a very small way and 
many thought that what accomodations it 
liad would never be needed here in Newton. 
Yet its usefulness was soon demonstrated 
and in spite of the many additions to its 
buildings, the calls the past year have been 
greater than the accommodations. The 
hospital now has property worth about 
$150,000 without a cent of indebtedness, 
through the large-hearted benevolence of 
the people of Newton, who have given not 
only to its yearly expenses, but have pro- 
vided new bulldiugs and other facilities for 
the work of caring for the sick. 

The past year an epidemic among the 
school children wa**no doubt averted by 
the Hospital, which provided means for the 
isolation and care of contagious cases, al- 
though the resources of the contagious 
wards were severely taxed, and the wards 
were overcrowded. These wards were 
never planned for such demands upon them 
and one of the urgent needs of the hospital 
is new buildings properly constructed, for 
contagious wards, with at least double the 
capacity of the present ones. Possibly this 
is a matter belonging to the city, as it is di- 
rectly benefited by the wards in question, 
and they are certainly as much of a neces- 
sity as an almshouse, for the health of the 
city demands such buildings, where con- 
tagious cases can be cured for at the tirst 
outbreak of the disease, before it lias time 
to spread and affect others. 

In the list of the generous givers to the 
hospital, mention should especially be 
made of the physicians of the city, who 
give their time without cost to the hospital 
and contribute in this way as much as an- 
other class of people. Gifts of money can 
toe made ofteu without auy self-denial on 
the part of the giver, but personal service 
in all sorts of weather, is something that 
deserves recognition. 


Opinion oi City Solicitor Slocum on The 
Local Option Petition. 

1 understand that my opinion is request- 
ed upon the question whether it is within 
the province of the Board of Aldermen to 
authorize and request the mayor and other 
officials and representatives to urge the 
legislation contemplated in the petitlou re- 
ferred to. I do not understand that my 
opinion is desired as to the merits of this 
particular question, only whether it is 
within the province of the board of aider- 
men to act as requested in the petition. 

It is my opinion that it is within the 
province of the board of aldermen to author- 
ize and request the mayor and other offl- 
cials and representatives to urge the legis- 
lation contemplated in the petitiou. 

1 do not intend by this opinion to state 
that it is the duty of the board to petition 
the general court upon this particular 
matter or to instruct the representatives of 
the city thereon, but it is within their 
province either to petition for such legisla- 
tion or to oppose it, or to iustruot the rep- 
resentatives of the city to act favorably or 
unfavorably thereon. 

The power of municipalities to petition 
the general court or to instruct their rep- 
resentatives in general court is sustained 
by practice before the legislature and the 
decisions of the eourts. 

it has been the general practice of cities 
ami towns in this Commonwealth in their 
corporate capacity to petition the legisla- 
ture. Such petitions in the case of cities 
are usually signed by the mayor upon

This pructice has prevailed for many | 
years and never, so far as 1 know been 
questioned. It has fiequently been made 
use of by this city upon questions concern- 
ing its general welfare, including such 
subjects as are contained in the petition 
now before the hoard. 

The authority lias also been recognized 
by the courts of tlie Commonwealth in a 
number ot cases. Such cases have arisen 
from attempts of cities and towns to up 
propriate money for expense in urging or 
opposing legislation. 

llie courts have decided that money 
cmiid not so be appropriated, but have 
uniformly recognized the right of 
municipalities to petition the general court 
and to instruct their representatives. 

The right of petition lias long been jeal- 
ously gu irded, both in England and in the 
United State-, and by both Federal and 
.State Constitutions. See Constitution of 
tlie United States Amendments Art. 1 , Con- 
stitution of Massachusetts, Bill of Rights 
Art. XIX. 

There appears to he no good reason why 
municipal corporations should be excluded 
from this right. 

By the charter of the city of Newton 
(Sect. 5) tlie administration of tlie fiscal, 
prudential and municipal affairs of the city 
with the government thereof is vested in 
the mayor and board of aldermen. Upon 
subjects within tlie powers uud duties con- 
lerred they ought to be able to present to 
tlie law making power requests for better 
laws or remonstrance against bad legisla- 
tion 

It is true thut all corporations, both 
municipal uud private are subject to such 
laws us may t>e passed at any lime by tlie 
legislature, either increasing or diminish- 
ing their powers or abolishing them alto- 
gether. But it is nowhere provided thut 
any such corporations may not petition the 
legislature, or remonstrate against legisla- 
tion. At any rate it is constantly done, 
both by municipal and privute corporations, 
and no legislature has ever questioned or 
restricted the right. 

The subject matter of the petition of .Mr. 

Fillebiowu and others is taxation. 

During the past few years much legisla- 
tion lias been proposed upon tlie subject of 
taxation, and it has been the practice of 
municipalities to he represented before 
committees upon such mutters iu their 
corporate capacity and to urge or oppose 
such legislation.

THE DIRECTORS’ REPORT. 

The most interesting feature of the after- 
noon was the rending of the following re- 
port of the directors, which was prepared 
and presented by Mr. Joseph Byers. It 
was as follows: 

The Newton Home for Aged People was 
opened for public inspection May 4th, 1 899, 
ami with appropriate exercises was formal- 
ly set apart for the mission it was to ac- 
complish. Whatever may have been the 


experiences, or the observation that led the 
founder of this Home to bestow his wealth 
upon it, we can only conjecture, but that a 
kindly and sympathizing heart was at its 
foundation, no one 1 think, will ever ques- 
tion ; and that it is destined to fill an im- 
portant place in the benevolent institutions 
of our city. Opening its doors to those 
who, by reason of ago and, perhaps, mis- 
fortune, have come to the time of life when 
rest and care seem to them so desirable, it 
gives to them an abiding place where com- 
fort and happiness may be their lot instead 
of unrest ami gloomy forebodings which 
might possibly come to them in their de 
dining years. 

Your directors have held twelve meetings 
since February l, 1899, and the business to 
be transacted has been to hear ami act upon 
the report of the admission committee. 
The first person admitted as an innmte was 
Mrs. Martha L. Irons. The vote admitting 
her was passed May 1st, 1899. On May 4th, 
previous to the opening exercises, Miss 
Caroline H. Jellison aud her sister, Mrs. 
Eliza II. Uphain, were admitted. I may 
say, in passing, that for some reason un- 
known to us these sisters failed to accept 
their privilege. On May 20th, Mrs. Anna 
Stimson, Mrs. Abbie Frances Holbrook, 
Miss Harriet B. Barker and .Miss Sarah E. 
Parker, her sister, were admitted. Mrs. 
Stimson proved to be unable to care for 
herself, and alter a residence of five weeks, 
at our request, her friends took her away. 
The two Parker sisters were unable at that 
time to euter the Home, but have since 
joined it. June 27th Miss Surah Snow 
Crosby and Mr Nathan II. Wheeler were 
admitted, Mr. Wheeler having the honor or 
being the first man to enter the Home as 
an inmate. Sept. 13th Miss .Julia V. Hay- 
den Bacon wus admitted, and so far as we 
know, Is the only native of Newton an in- 
mate o the Home. Mrs. Maria T. Vincent 
and Mr. George L. Barker were admitted 
Oct. 11th, and the application of Mrs. Sjo- 
phrina A. Diinon was rejected on the 
ground thut she had been nearly all her 
life a non-resident and had near relatives 
who it was thought ought to ussist her. 
Nov. 8th, Mr. Alden Kilby, for many years 
a resident of Newtonville, was admitted 
uud Mr. William Addison Egar was reject- 
ed, not having any special claim upon us. 
Dec. 13th Mr. Edward A. Smallwood, a 
lesident of Newton for many years, was 
admitted, and while preparing to enter the 
Home was taken ill and died at the New- 
ton Hospital. The application of Mr. 
Byron G. ltussell was fully considered and 
finally rejected, lie having no legal residence 
here, and lmviug been only a few weeks u 
resident ol our city. Jan. 3rd, l poo. Miss 
Catherine A. Sanders and Miss Harriet II. 
Bucon were admitted. We have now 
twelve inmates in the Home and room only 
lor three more. 

At the meeting of the directors, Mar.lHth, 
Mrs. Mary C. Evuns was elected matron, 
aud we are most happy to report thui by 
prudent and careful management she has 
shown her eminent fitness for the position. 
Coming to u> with no previous experience 
of this specific work, she lias by tact and 
kindly way s gained the regard and allec- 
tion of the lumates as they have come in 
OODtact with her, uud it seems to me we 
are to be most heartily congratulated in 
securing her services. She met with an 
accident mi the morning of Dec. ‘goth, fall- 
ing on a Ironty bouid and bre king her 
right arm near Hie shoulder, so that for a 
lew weeks .-he lias been crippled: The 
work of the Home lius not in any degree 
sullereil, as she hus been able to give gen- 
eral directions as to its management, but 
not so much personal attention to the de- 
tails. 'Hi is lias been done by some of the 
inmates who were able to assist in this 
way, und only too glad to be of service to 
Mr» Evans. The report of the condition 
of the furnishing of the house immediately 
under tier care, site is not able to make at 
this time, in writing, on account of this , 
accident 1 may Dr felly say she has kept a 
lecoid of any pieces of furniture uud 
other articles which the inmates may have | 
brought, or which friends mu) have given 


it speaks to us of the interest others have in 
this Home and its object. More than four 
hundred visitors have been registered in a 
book kept for that purpose, (which was the 
g ft of Mr Samuel Ward of Newton Centre*. 
I'hese have como not only from our own 
eitv, lint from the neighbor iu cities and 
towns, and quite a mint nor from more dis- 
tant places, who may have been visiting 
friends in our city and desired to see the 
Home and how we cared for those intrust- 
ed to us. These visitors, one ami all, have 
expressed in most emphatic terms their de- 
light at the beautiful situation, and accom- 
modations for tlie inmates, and surely, as 
remodeled and with the modern improve- 
ments there can little be desired to make 
it a pleasant home for all who shall come 
into it. 

I have not thought it necessary to go into 
details and statistics as to the cost of run- 
ning the Home, (if I may use that term). 
V«*u will hear from our treasurer just what 
lias been received and what the disburse- 
ments have been since the corporation was 
formed, and by another year we shall be 
better able t<» give more in detail, perhaps, 
cost of maintenance. 

The executive committee have held regu- 
lar monthly meetings at the Home, when all 
bills contracted have been approved, rooms 
assigned to Inmates and attention givpn to 
w hatever else was brought before ns. Each 
member of the committee, in rotation, has 
visited the Home, officially, once a week 
since it was opened, and as a rule lias con- 
versed with the inmates in their rooms, all 
of whom with a single exception, seem 
contented and happy. Records of these 
meetings have been kept by the clerk of 
the committee, Mr. Frank Fanning As 
chairman of the committee, in the absence 
of the president, I desire to tender my most 
grateful thanks to all its members for their 
constant attendance und helpful advice on 
all matters that have come before us. 

The admission committee, 1 believe, 
under our by-laws are not required to ren- 
der any report to the corporation. but I may 
briefly say that they have faithfully per- 
formed their duties nnd all applications 
that they have fully recommended have 
been favorably passed up <n. It is perhaps 
needless to say that their labors in t ie 
future will be very much lightened. 

Some cases of illness at the Home have 
required the attendance of a physician, and 
Dr. Caroline Wentworth of the Highlands, 
who early last summer volunteered her ser- 
vices, was called, and our thanks are <1* e to 
her for so kindly responding t<> our call. 

The inmates, matron aud all of us are 
very glad to welcome visitors to the Home, 
so beautiful for situation, and which we 
hope will bring joy to all who enter its 
doors. Certain it is that these visits tend 
to bring the inmates and the objects of the 
Home more closely to the hearts and sym*

Severe Pniiluliincnt. 

Sterling Is derived from the name by 
which the dwellers in eastern Germany 
were known in the twelfth nnd thir- 
teenth centuries. They were called 
Easterlings. The purity not only of 
their money was very famous, but that 
of their silver specially so, and coiners 
and silversmiths were fetched from 
those parts to improve the quality of 
our own manufactures. 

So far bnck as 1597 two counterfeit- 
ers. who sold spurious silver articles 
bearing a simulated royjil lion nnd the 
goldsmiths’ marks, were sentenced to 
stand in a pillory at Westminster, with 
tlieir ears nailed thereto and with pa- 
pers above tlieir heads sotting forth 
the nature of the offense for which 
they were so disgraced. After this 
degradation they were publicly march- 
ed to Chenpside, put in the pillory 
there, and had each one ear cut off, 
finally being conducted hack to the 
Fleet prison nnd having to pay a fine 
of 10 marks each. 

It seems Hint in recent times the rec- 
ord price for Elizabethan silver was 
£70 10s. per ounce. For old articles in 
this metal the sum usually obtainable 
ranges from £5 to £17 per ounce, ac- 
cording to the artistic workmanship 
displayed on them.— London Telegraph.

Give the Single Tax a Chance.

The board of aldermen of Newton now 
have the favorable opinion of the law de- 
partment of Hat city as to their authority 
to request the mayor to petition the Legis- 
lature to allow municipalities to exper iment 
with the “single tax." It is a long way 
around from this point to the test of the 
experiment ; but we may hope that the 
Newton aldermen will make the request, 
that tlie Mayor of Newton will comply 
witli it, that tlie Legislature w ill grant the 
permission as asked, and tiiat tlie people of 
Newton will avail themselves of tlie privi- 
lege. When all tlieso ihings ure done, we 
shall have an object lesson here in Massa- 
chusetts of the practical application of tlie 
single tax theory. 

There is nothing revolutionary in this. 
Every community ought to be free to con- 
duct its own affairs in tiie way that seems 
best to itself. One of the most important 
of tlie affairs of every community is tlie 
raising of money by taxation for tlie bene- 
fit of tlie municipality, for paying tlie cost 
of government. If tlie people of any city 
or town believe that they can meet this ob- 
ligation better ami more equitably by tlie 
method of taxation prescribed by tlie 
“singlo tux,” they ought to be allowed to 
try it and see how it works. 

Our system of taxation at present is far 
from satisfactory. Perhaps tlie “singlo 
taxers” have discovered the perfect system. 
We never shall know until it is tried. Why 
not give them a chance to try it?

MR. PAXTON’S EXHIBITION AT THE ST. 

BOTOLPU CLUB. 

[The Boston Transcript.] 

The exhibition of puhitings by William 
McGregor Paxton, in the gallery of the St. 
Botolph Club, 2 Newbury street, (February 
1 to 17 Inclusive), is un affair of marked 
brillluuce and splendor of color. The re- j 
cent work of this puiuter bus been brought 
to an uncommon degree of strength aud 
vigor; and the collection of twenty-two 
canvases makes an impression of extraor- 
dinary power und freshness of impulse. 
The work which had prepared the publio 
to expect this was “The Golden Cup” (14), 
which was in tho Pennsylvania Academy 
of 1899, but in several oilier examples, and 
uotubly in tlie masterly “Portrait,” owned 
by Mrs. William M. Paxton (12), the artist 
husgoue even further, not in shut r depth 
and inugniticence of color, but in distinc- 
tion of gruphic sentiment, and thut combi- 
nation of design, color aud intuition of 
churucter that gives the stamp of rarity of 
style. This life size portrait is conceived 
and executed at once as u likeness, as a 
picture and us u decoration. It bungs in 
the middle of tlie wall opposite the en- 
trance, and before entering tlie gallery the 
visitor sees it iu u vista, which makes it 
look (what it is) u superb and fusciuutiiig 

t deoe of work There is something very 
odd and novel in tho composition; the 
head is puilitod witli delightful ease and 
frankness, and is obviously a speaking 
likeness; the figure Is full of animation, 
lightness and grace, und tlie dress is paint- 
ed with conspicuous und striking breadth 
and skill; tho gilded French divan, the 
tapestry und tho wall huugiiigureull placed 
before us with inimitable gusto und decora- 
live ohurm. A painter who is capable of 
such a marvellous performance as this could 
not fail to be a great decorator, aud it is to 
be hoped that Mr. Puxtou will be given an 
opportunity to show what lie can do on u 
large wall surfaoe in some public building. 

Iu “The Golden Cup” of wlroh mention 
lias been made, he pushes color almost to 
Its limits of force, inuking u ringing har- 
mony of black, red uml gold that udiuost 
takes uwuy one’s breath by itsuudacity und 
mugnitiuence.

X F. WTO If SCHOOLS, MAKES SOME POINT- 

KD STATEMENTS— WOMEN 11F.ST FITTED 

BY NATUKK. 

Mr. A. B. Fi field, superintendent of 
schools oT Newton, gave a most interesting 
lecture before tlie students of the college 
of Liberal Arts of Boston University, Wed- 
nesday afternoon. ills subject was "Tho 
Demands Upon the Modern Teacher of 
Today.” 

Ho divided tho discussion into two heads, 
a protest against the modern school cur- 
riculum where teachers must bo proficient 
in a groat variety of subjects, and tlie view 
ilml the demands in general for the teach- 
er's profession are the same in in the other 
professions. 

Two qualifications, he said, are necessary 
— nutimil endowment aud acquired attain- 
ment— aud women as a rule are by nature 
more fitted for the profession of teaching 
than men. Tlie men now in the profession 
are not as high-toned as women, for tlie 
reason that it is tlie only profession open 
to women, while the other professions draw 
tho best of the men in which there are 
more chances. 

Tho first requisite for a good modern 
teacher is balance. Negative virtues are 
often accepted for positive virtues. A 
good academic education is also essential. 

"For my part," said Mr. FiUeld, "I have 
a poor opinion of tlie city training schools, 
and they are only good opportunities for 
the daughters of tlie city politicians to get 
into, aud finally into the city employment.’’ 

lie said not to wastu time reading educa 
tionai papers, as our American papers of 
tills kind are not of high standard. The 
magazines are more praiseworthy. 

“The art of artistio repetition should be 
cultivated. Try to create a clearness of ex- 
pression, says tlie speaker, for most teach- 
ers tail in this respect, and also never try 
to teacli any subject unless you can teach 
the exact truth. 

"The average American teacher talks too 
much. Poor English is used by many 
teachers, and they constantly ‘make bad 
breaks,’ but this will be corrected by the 
better educated men and women who are 
now entering tlie profession. 

"A teacher should always be calm and 
judicial. A teacher should perhaps be 
religious, but not too religious, and not 
overdo it. Don’t try to be an ’armcliuir 
philosopher’ aud lecture the children, but 
move about." 


Trustworthiness of the Bible. 

"The Trustworthiness of tlie Bible as 
Containing a Revelation from God," was 
tlie topic last Sunday morning ai the Uni- 
versalist church by tho pastor. Rev. S. G. 
Dunham. There was a large and apprecia- 
tive audience present that closely followed 
tlie words of eloquence. “How readest 
thou?" was the text- Luke, 10-2(5. The 
Bible lias been made to prove every doc 
trine under the sun, or tliat ever existed. 
It is used by Calvin to show the eternal 
damnation of every human being. It is also 
used to prove tiie salvation of all men. 

They have used the Bible for centuries to 
prove what they desired by reading into it 
words that they wanted to use. 

The Bible is not religion. It is only an 
expression of religious tile. It is the story 
of tlie Jewish race, and tiie writer of Gen- 
esis wrote the creation as lie thought it 
should be. It was written six hundred and 
twenty-one years before Christ, and nations 
had been in existence thousands of years 
before that time. 

If we read tlie Bible it must bo intelli- 
gently. Many of us fail to read tlie Bible 
as careful!)’ as we do a cheap novel. We Uo 
not give it tlie .same attention. 

Tlie New Testament lias one hundred 
and seventy-five thousand various readings 
of its texts and we hear it called infallible. 

This .statement does not strengthen or 
dimmish tiie inherent truths in tiie same. 
There is not one person in existence to-day 
who can take tlie original manuscript of 
the Old Testament and translate it accu- 
rately. Tlie verbal expression of the Old 
Testament or Hie New can liuveno strength 
whatever as relating to tlie eternal damna- 
tion of man 

People say you destroy the Bible by de- 
structive criticism. How cun this be so? 
Is it not better to stute the truth us we find 
it? 

You will read tlie Bible with intelligence. 
Read it carefully and with thoughtfulness. 
As you read it you will find some of tlie 
gruudest religious truths that can be found, 
truths tliat will inspire yon to the greatest 
religious work, -tlie beuutiful words of 
Isaiali and tlie pleadings of a nature long- 
ing for God, and for the leader sent from 
God tliat would redeem Israel. 

Tlie Bible as it is contains the story of tlie 
greut religious current tliat Hows through 
it. It has furnished forty per cent of the 
best aud finest literature of tlie world. 

The history of one of tlie finest and 
noblest of lands, tliat of Scotland, with all 
its heroism, would be incomplete without 
tlie Bible. The record of thut land is 
founded ou tlie Bible. 

The Bible is a splendid poem, having its 
rise back in the ages of mysticism aud com- 
ing down through tlie Ages, laying the 
foundation and making for tlie finest and 
best in manhood and womanhood.

DKN’TAUY SHOT Wllll.K PLAYING WITH 

A HEVOLVKH. 

Paul Hershey, 10 years old. son of thp 
Rov. and Mrs. Scott F. Ilershey of Court 
Street, New ton vllle, was accidentally shot 
In the head, last Monday evening, while 
playing with two other boys in the neigh- 
borhood of his home. 

The boy and two companions of about his 
iKP.were playing with a 22-calibre revolver 
on Central avenue. Procuring some cart- 
ri Les they loaded the revolver, and one of 
them pointing the weanon at young Ilershey 
t tiled the trigger. The weapon was dis- 
charged, and the bullet 'truck the boy over 
tin- lett eye lie fell to the ground, but 
qii kly picked himself up, and placing his 
handkerchief over the wound, started for 
home. lie was assisted by a neighbor 
whose attention lmd been called to the 
shooting by the noise <>f the report. 

On being asked by his mother what was 
tli.' matter, Ilershey replied that he had 
been shot while playing with some other 
Iv ys, but that they did hot mean to do it, 
an>i that it wa- only accidental. 

Physicians were called, and late in the 
owning an attempt was made to locate the 
bullet, but it could not bp found. It is sup- 
posed to have taken a downward course 
and lodged in the back of t lie throat. 

lie was taken to a Boston hospital, 
whore the X ray was used, and the bullet 
was discovered and removed. While the 
wound is a serious one, it is expected that 
young Ilershey will bo about In a few 
weeks. 

A remarkable feature of the case was the 
reticence to give out any of the particulars 
on the part of those who hud them In their 
possession. Although the affair took place 
about 7 o’clock last Monday night, the first 
information was not given out until Tues- 
day morning.

DANGER AT THE HOSPITAL. 


CROWDED CONDITION OF THE CONTAGIOUS 
WARDS A MENACE TO TIIE PUni.IC 
WELFARE. 


This community is so accustomed to con- 
gratulating itself on the superb equipment 
of the Newton Hospital, so far in advance 
of what is usually found in places of this 
size, that there is danger of overlooking a 
condition in which the demands fur exceed 
the means provided. A visitor is shown 
through the beautifully appointed wards 
and corridors, note-; the abundant spaces 
for air and sunlight, and is impressed with 
the liberal provision made by tiie munifi- 
cence of individual citizens. He cannot, of 
course, be shown through the contagious 
wards, and so fails to understand the in- 
feriority of these most necessary buildings. 

Eight or ten yeursago tiie city of Newton 
constructed on the hospital grounds three 
wards for contagious diseases. Two for 
diphtheria and scarlet fever are connected 
by an administration building. Tiie third, 
which is detached, is designed for small 
pox, but, as no case of that disease has ap- 
peared since its completion, it is temporari- 
ly utilized for cases of measles. These 
buildings are not very substantial, but they 
have served, and been worth to the commu- 
nity a hundred fold more than they cost. 
They now show signs of decay, are over- 
ilowing with putients, and should he re- 
placed by lurger und more substantial 
structures. 

Diphtheria lias been very prevalent in 
Newton this winter, and scarlet fever also 
to a less degree. J luring the three months, 
November, December and January, theie 
were received and treated iu the hospital 
one hundred aud sixty cases of diphtheria, 
causing such a crowded condition that 
thirty cases were placed at one time in a 
ward designed for twelve. 

Out of the whole number there have 
been only five deaths. The skill of the 
medical stuff could not have produced a 
record so gratifying were it not lor the 
vigllence of tiie matron, and tiie devotion 
of her corps of nurses, who ehe r fully 
worked over time, endured the discomforts 
of crowded rooms, and bravely faced death 
itself. Seven of these nurses were stricken 
with the disease, but no one faltered and 
no one complained. When tiie wards were 
built, accommodations were pro vi ed for 
four nurses. U' it was thought no more 
would be needed for contagious cises. In 
this space were crowded twelve nurses, the 
number required by the throng of n itieuts. 

Scarlet fever has been less prevalent than 
diphtheria, but there are in the hospital, 
t» day, twenty eases of scarlet fever in a 
space designed for twelve. 

Figures so impressive as these need no 
commeut. No department of the hospital 
justifies its cost so amply as does this. 
These contagious wards stand as a bulwark 
of sufety for every home in the city, aud 
are as necessary as the fire ami police de- 
partments. '1 1... zeal of the board of 
health will be oi no avail, if their care in 
protecting the community from contagion 
if. met by inadequate facilities and condi- 
tions inimical to the welfare of those 
afflicted. 

Many of our smaller cities now have 
hospitals, of which very few have accom- 
modations for contagious cases. lint we 
do those tilings better iu Newton. Here a 
prompt removal to the hospital is tin* rule 
in every case, which is dangerous to those 
around it. The immense advantage of this 
system is seen by all who have experienced 
tiie distress often arising under old 
methods, when there was no refuge for 
those whose removal seemed imperative!} 
demanded. 

The time has come when we must move 
forward, or be stultified by the excellence 
of our own system. The city government 
will doubtless see tiie need of uutiug quick- 
ly in the direction suggested by tiie mayor 
iu his recent inaugural. No one cun con- 
template the coming of another winter, 
with the possibilities of epidemic' Ijke the 
present, without gi tvi* apprehension * \\ « 

do not need a building so splendid us that 
erected for contagious diseases by the Bos- 
ton City Hospital, but we need more sub- 
stantial buildings than we have, with space 
udequate to tiie needs of Newton. 


WILL MAY BE CONTESTED. 


MARY II. LORING, LATE OF NEWTON 
CENTRE, LEAVES SEVERAL REQUESTS. 


The will of Mary II. Lor ing, single, of 
Newton, was filed at the office of tiie regis- 
ter at East Cambridge Monday morning for 
probate. It contains several public be- 
quests. Miss Loring, who passed away 
Feb. 5, was a sister of Hannah W. Loring, 
whose will was contested some months 
ago. It is asserted by a relative of the 
family that thi* will is also to be con- 
tested. 

It is dated April 29, 185)9, and the wit- 
nesses are Henry F. Sohwaar, Amos Cot 
ting and Howard \V. Wellwood. According 
to tiie petition filed with the will, tiie next 
of kin are Susie L. Davis, wife of Walter 
R. Davis, and a child of George II. Loring, 
a deceased brother; Joshua L. Woodward 
of Brookline, a nephew, und Alice E. Davis, 
a grand niece. 

The second item in the will gives all real 
estate of testatrix in Newton to any house 
foraged females established in Newton at 
the time of her decease, whether the same 
shall be incorporated or otherwise. If two 
homes exist, the incorporated one is to have 
the preference, and if both are incorporated 
the oldest incorporated one shall have the 
preference. 

In the event of no such home existing iu 
Newton, tiie real estate is left in trust to 
Charles U Cutting of Brookline, to be man- 
aged as a trust fund for two tears succeed- 
ing deatli of testatrix, but if during the two 
years such a home may be established in 
Newton, and a majority of ihe board of 
aldermen shall certify to the then acting 
trustee, that the said home so established 
is li. their opinion us will reflect credit 
upon the city, the will provides that said 
real estate and accumulated rents be given 
to such home. If no home is established 
iu that time, the real estate, rents und in- 
come are to become part of tiie residue of 
the estate. 

Article 5 gives to Charles U. Cutting In 
trust $12,000, tiie net income to tie be paid 
to testatrix’s nephew, Joshua L Wood- 
ward, during his life, and after his death 
to h is surviving children iu equal shares 
and ufter tiie deatli of tiie last survivor of 
his children, as are now living, the princi- 
pal to he divided equally and disposed ol 
as follows: Ono part to Susie L. Davis; 
another to be added to und form a part of 
the fund created by tiie 6th paragraph of 
the will for tiie benefit of a grand niece, 
Alice E. Davis, aud the remaining part is 
to be given to tiie Perkins institution and 
Massachusetts school for tiie blind. 

Tiie 7th clause provides tin* following 
public bequests: Atlanta university in At 
iantu, Ga., $loou; Newton cottage hospital, 
$5000; to the corporation of the Rebecca 
l’oinroy Newton home for Orphan Girls, 
Newton, $2000; to tiie Industrial school for 
Crippled aud Deformed Children, $2000.

Beaoon Hill, Feb. 14, 1900. 

The committee on cities began Its week's 
work on Monday, with hearings on the 
Newton bills. City Solicitor Slocum ap- 
peared In behnlf of Mayor Wilson nud the 
city. City Clerk Kingsbury joined him In 
favoring the first of the measures, which 
provided that the mayor and aldermen of 
nny city may appoint nil officers required 
by the charter or ordinances, or the laws of 
the Commonwealth, excepting as otherwise 
provided in tho charter. The city clerk 
stated that a majority of the city clerks of 
the various municipalities favored this 
measure. Another bill taken up was for 
the amending the present law relative to 
assessments of cities when connections are 
made with the sewers, It provides Tor 
divided assessments and was advocated a 
year ago. Mr. Slocum in advocating it this 
time p dnted out the hardships worked by 
tho present laws, which would be relieved 
by the divided assessments, and yet result 
in no loss to the city. The idea has cer- 
tainly worked finely in other places wheio 
it has been tried. 

The third bill heard on Monday provided 
for a division of Ward Six, so that Chest-

The fact Is that the bees of 
many professional ’honey' raisers do 
nothing the livelong summer but pack 
glucose Into their hives from an open 
barrel that Is left standing close by. 
The bee will not search fragrant flow- 
ers the livelong day for a trifling 
amount of pure honey when lie can get 
glucose. The honey men see that there 
Is plenty of glucose handy, nn«l Instead 
of one pound of pure honey they aid 
the bees in putting ten pounds of glu- 
cose on the market. 

"Human ingenuity has not devised a 
way for making and sealing the honey- 
comb, or the bee would be dispensed 
with altogether. In handling the glu- 
cose the bees givo it u honeytsb flavor, 
and if you complain to the lice man 
that it is uot as sweet and sticky as it 
should be he will tell you that It Is the 
early crop and that the heavy rains 
make it thin.

High ScUool Notes. 

A meeting of the new preparatory school 
league was held at Ilopkinson’s school, 
Saturday morning, to discuss tlie new con- 
stitution, which was finally agreed upon 
and accepted by the representatives of the 
schools. This new league is composed of 
floppy, Boston Latin, Cambridge Latin 
and Newton High. These schools are all 
on an even basis as they prepare students 
for Harvard and other colleges, The 
course through which tlie future collegian 
lias to pass is not an easy one and accord- 
ingly, it means that most of the time out of 
school is spent on studies which necessari- 
ly prevents a man front indulging much in 
athletics. In the new constitution it is ex- 
pressed that the purpose of tlie association 
is to hold contests in foot ball, base ball 
and track athletics. The executive com- 
mittee will consist of u graduate and an 
undergraduate of each school, and the cup- 
tains of the several Harvard teams. Special 
attention was paid to tlie eligibility clause, 
which says thut the students comprising 
the teams will be obliged to present certifi- 
cates of eligibility, and a severe penalty 
will be indicted on any team playing ineli- 
gible men.

Banners for tlie win- 
ners will be awarded, uud shall be the 
property of the school for the ensuing year, 
with tlie name inscribed upon it.

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NEWTON FOR CHRIST. 


The members of the Newton Prayer , 
Union feel very grateful, anil are deeply I 
indebted, under God. to those persons 
who have manifested an interest in the 
Union, and expressed a desire to share In 
Its labors. 

Although workers in different sections 
of our city keep us informed, weekly, as 
to the progress of work along special lines 
of the Union’s reqnirements.yet more con- 
secrated laborers are desired for some 
parts of Newton not yet occupied, but 
these needs, will, we trust, soon be met. 

There is certainly no excuse whatever 
that Christians can put forth nowadays, 
for failing to attain to a very high standard 
of Christian living and thinking, when* 
under the blessing of God, such writers as 
1). L. Moody, F. H. Meyer. Andrew Mur- 
ray, .lohn O’Neil, Henry Drummom), II u- 
ratius Honnr, and Hannah Whitall Smith, 
besides others, put forth such exquisite 
and helpful books upon the varied phases 
of the Christian life, experience and pro- 
gress. 

It may not be out of place to say here 
in a kindly way, that there is too much of 
the class spirit in the religious life of our 
churches, and the members are reminded 
that no individual Christian, church, nor 
any body of men possess n monopoly of 
the blessings of salvation, tior any power 
of themselves, to this end. That God, be- 
ing no respecter of persons, has given all 
things to all men freely and fully who be- 
come willing to fulfill the conditions at- 
tached to each one of God’s promises. By 
this, we would suggest, that the way into 
the “holy of holies” has been opened in 
Christ, the door, to the moralist equally, 
and also as well, to the most vile and sin- 
ful man or woman in our midst. What- 
ever our position or attainments in life or 
in the realms of religion, all boasting and 
respect of persons is excluded. Let us be 
willing to face and accept this truth which 
needs so much to be emphasized. 

It has often been stated to be found that 
the reason fi r the preponderance of 
women members in our churches was, in 
their keener susceptibility to religious 
emotion und the claims of a spiritual life. 
While this is true, in pait, there are also 
other reasons which might be given, of 
fully us much weight. 

A woman's individual earthly happi- 
ness is more largely built up from a foun- 
dation of sand, from what she does not 
know, than it can come into existence 
and subsist upon the rock foundation of 
the truth in past or present facts, i with the 
occasionally rare exception however.) 

In the earlier days of young woman- 
hood her eyes are more or less dazzled 
with visions of happiness that beckon to 
her from a future existence, but in the 
calm judgment of muturer years, and 
with an retrospective eye, woman reluc 
lantly acknowledges what she is even 
.■dower to admit to others, that she realizes 
why it is out of the power of man to solve 
the problem of life's happiness for her 
for many reasons, although he thinks he 
is doing very well in that direction, and so, 

"ft times, she is led to seek the gentle, ten- 
der, and unfailing love of un all sufficient 
.Saviour to whom she willingly entrusts 
her earthly life and eternal happiness as 
to One who never disappoints those who 
in earnest seek that they may find. 

Many women instead of seeking tire 
Saviour to till any void in heart and life, 
quench tire Spirit, and try to find in the 
excitement of society and fashionable life, 
or in the efl'oit to out do their neighbor, 
in dress and other matters, or in the pur- 
suit of art or some popular fad. a tempo- 
rary panacea lor the unsatisfying condi- 
tions of un existence from which she can- 
not escape while life lasts. 

We put the question to the Christiuu 
woman: Is there a lovlier sight on which 
to gaze in all this world of beauty than 
upon the look of Diviiie life, aim and 
purpose in the face of a man when lie has 
emerged from self into Christ und the po- 
sessiou of 11 is Spirit? 

Aud yet another question : Is there a 
love to he possessed by man or womau 
which cun equal, surpass or sutisfy in 
sweetness, purity, power und hope, the 
love of uLhristiun for another Christian? 
Who of us tliut lias tasted of this great 
joy of possession and "overflow” would 
exchange it for any euithty joy? 

The members of the Union who are en- 
gaged along the line which has for its ob- 
ject the winning of men from lodge room 
and club life into the Church of God aud 
ills service, report, that the work appears 
as formidable in its undertaking as does 
that called for in presenting the Gospel of 
Christ to the poor Romanist in the hope 
thut he muy he won out of bondage into 
the glorious liberty of the children of 
God.” [Uojiiuiis 8: 21.; 

In seeking a solution to this great prob- 
lem of the hour— Why men do not attend 
and belong to the ehuiuh, und in greater 
numbers, moved to seek the .Saviour. We 
have many view » given. We note three 
us touching upon some phase of the ques- 
tion. 

A former pastor of a Newton church 
writes thus : 

How small is the proportion of men in 
our churches! Let us state facts and seek 
causes. It i> oi tell assumed tliut women is 
by nature iiiui-h religious than man. If 
women constitute two thirds of our church 
membership there mu -t be causes for that 
difference These causes are not found in 
original mental or moral diffeuences. May 
they not rather be found in the conditions 
of culture in the home, the community and 
the church ? 

In the average home the git 1 is watched 
more catefully than the hoy. Even in 
play hoys have a wider range out of sight 
thuu the same parents permit their daugh- 
ters. Ill the country visages, groups of 
boys are often prowling about without 
restraint, while their sisters are at home. 
The mother and duughler ure together 
more than the father uud soil. 'The result 
is thut in the early, impressive years the 
boy is left more to himself. Evil can 
catch the boy more easily. The girl is j 
kept awuy from nmiij temptutious thut , 
stand frequently before the boy. The i 
saloon und lower pluces of temptation less I 
frequently entrap the daughters. The j 
frown of society is moreof u protection to 1 
them. Tiie home means more to the aver- 
uge girl. It is the place of her life. The i 
boy gives the larger share of his time to 1 
interests awuy from home. The young | 
miss utlunds church more tiiuu her brother.

main “out of the church” than to over- 
come temptation and live, following the 
highest good. The number of men in our 
churches will equal tiie number of women 
when methods of culture aud conditions 
are made equal in protection, restraint and 
inspiration. 

Another, a Doctor of Divinity presents 
the topic in this way in the paper of his 
denomination, under the caption 
vs. Lodge.” 

"The Transcript of Dec. 21 contained an 
edltoi ini entitled, "Church vs. Lodge,” in 
which it expressed regret at ‘‘the indis- 
criminate denunciation of secret societies" 
which has been made at a public meeting 
just held in Park street church, Boston. 
It also says "It it be true that men tiud 
the lodge a pleasanter place than the 
chur?h it is the church and not the lodge 
thut is blamable. The remedy is to be 
found, not In scolding the men for going 
to the lodge, but in coaxing them back to 
the church by making it more attractive 
than the lodge.” 

The Doctor now adds hi> mite to the 
above:— “It would bedilllonlt to compress 
more practical wisdom into the same num- 
ber of lines. The fuithlul minister who 
finds that tip' general public are not at 
traded to tin* Sunday and mid-week ser- 
vices of Ids church will certainly deter- 
mine that there is a fault somewhere; 
and if he is wise and brave he will con- 
clude thut the fault lies very close to ills 
own door. As a rule the mid-week ser- 
vices of our own churches have become 


painfully stereotyped, indifferent, and un- 
interesting— something that good people 
in meagre numbers attend, mainly from a 
traditional sense of obligation. There is 
need of a very radical change, almost a 
revolution, in this matter. Let our 
ministers studiously prepare themselves 
lor their week-night meetings, taking care 
that they are no less spiritual and evangel- 
istic, but preeminently thoughtful, social 
and interesting. Every pastor should se- 
riously ask himself. "What have 1 to 
give tho people tonight worth their coming 
to hear?” The real surprise is not that so 
few are present at the week-night services, 
but that anybody attends. Within a week 
an honored representative of one of our 
learned professions, and also a useful mem 
ber of our church, has poured his heart 
out to us in tender solicitude concerning 
the week-night meetings of his church, be- 
cause of their intellectual poverty and un- 
helpfulness. und in the best of .spirit im- 
plored us to exhort the ministers to put 
more thought, life aud attractiveness into 
these services. 

In the opinion of the Union neither of 
these statements strike the keynote to the | 
situation: It is considered thut the reason 
why men find the lodge a pleasanter place 
than tiie church is not, t hut it is the fault 
of the church or its pastor, neither is the 
lodge blamable, but tiie deflection of man 
fiom his religious duty und obligation 
arises from the innate depravity of his un- 
regenerated heart which naturally prefers 
tiie fun of tiie worldling rather than the 
joy of tiie Christian. 

There is a large number of men who 
possess a 1 ilitiesof u high order aud who 
command our inspect aud udmirutioii for 
the possession of many manly qualities of 
mind and heart, and we ha illy know how 
it would be possible to live in this world 
without them. In lodge uud club life a 
man is looked upon for it is worth and so- 
cial qualities and his talents appreciated 
uud put to service, and lie is, pardonably, 
made to feel tiiat lie is recognized as being 
“somewhat,” a belief in wtiich the average 
man is himself, according to his nature, 
strongly rooted and grounded. While in 
the church lie is taught by tiie godly minis- 
ter that “if he thinks himself to be some- 
thing while lie is uothing he "eceiveth 
himself” uud when lie looks into the 
mirror of God's Word he finds this fact 
emphasized, and so his selfesteem atid sen- 
sitiveness are deeply wounded, and lie pro- 
ceeds to develop a dislike, if not an abnor- 
mal liatred for tiie Bible, tiie church and 
the minister, aud he will neither read tiie 
one, or go to the other, or be at ail anxious 
to meet the latter in his walks abroad, but 
he prefers instead, the banquets aud revels, 
the sweet incense of praise and apprecia- 
tion of secret societies and their perouniary 
benefits to him personally, to tiie donning 
of the garb of humility for tiie exercise 
und spiritual profit of knee-drill aud tiie 
trust in God to provide for all his needs. 

Now , as it has ever been, spiritually 
minded people love the meetings 
of their church for prayer or praise, and 
seldom have cause to find fault with either 
the mid week services or tiie efforts of tiie 
pastor to render them attractive. Occa- 
sionally there is to be found one “wet 
blanket” among tiie laymen, and there is 
always a large constituency of professing 
Christians belonging to each church who 
“sponge” upon the efforts oT testifying 
members weekly, year in ami out, with a 
persistent regularity that is tiie cause of 
much couceru. Also, we think that the 
worldliuess that bus obtained such a strong 
hold in tiie church to have created u ills 
relish for spiritual manna. 

Nevertheless, tiie soul of one man is 
precious in tiie sight o( God, und of more 
value than ull this beautiful world with its 
rich treasures, so Christ tells us, und who 
knows it so well as lie'.’ and for this reason 
the Union recommends the publications of 
Mrs. Stoddard, wife of Kev. .).

And now we touch upon tiie mighty 
problem: How to win Romanists to Christ. 

We confess to our labor of love for their 
souls, and to our deep attachment to the 
many noble und gifted men and women 
who belong to this communion. The lead- 
ers of ti; is people cure very little for work 
done on salvation lines by a coterie of 
“fanatics.” not regarding such as very 
formidable antagonists, hut we know thut 
no wise Christian ever despises the day of 
smull tilings, especially it lie sees tiie hand 
of God iu them. Spiritual awakenings 
very often have small beginnings. We 
need to remember in taking up this kind of 
work that "the seed of tiie reformution- 
tlame was iu Martin Luthei’s big brave 
heart.” And that even tiiat brave heart 
was obliged to fortify itself by singing 
with bis beloved riend, Philip Alelunctbon 
••(Jod is our Refuge,” before starting out to 
fight the. evils of Popery. Let us bear in 
mind tiiat "tiie peuteoostul work began 
with a handful of earnest followers of the 
lately crucified Christ, who met iu an ob- 
scure upper room in .Jerusalem and "con- 
tinued in prayer and supplication,” und the 
fire kindled iu thut sacred chain her soon 
hurst fortli over tiie civilized world, and is 
burning y et!” 

Those who seek to win souls for Christ’s 
kingdom from the Roman Catholic fold 
will come across many spiritually minded 
Catholics, and if such ask for a better way, 
or show a desire to learn it, it is fur better 
to present the Gospel news in a simple way 
than to say any tiling ubont tiie untruths of 
Rome and its awful corruptions. These 
should be entirely ignored, us should the 
sins of tiie one you address. Present tiie 
truth in sucli a way tiiat the seeking 
Saviour aud tiie repentant believer come to- 
gether. Tell tho story pluinly, simply uud 
lovingly, and let the Holy Spirit drive the 
Liuth home. 

Many words und much rhetoric is out of 
place aud tires und bewilders the listener. 
Neither priests nor people have any idea 
wliat is meant when we ask them to “have 
faith in Christ, und His power to save aud 
keep.” When this lesson of tiie Gospel be- 
gins to woik in their hearts, they ure get- 
ting ready to lay aside forever their robes 
and missals, player books, failles, supersti- 
tions, auricular con essions, Pope, Roman 
church uml priests, rosaries, scapulars, holy 
water, shrines, relics, statues, candles and 
so on down tiie whole of the long list, and 
then to step out us free indeed into tiie 
truth that in Christ “dwelleth ull tiie ful- 
ness of the God head bodily, and that we 
are complete in llim." Colossiuus 2;U-10. 

Botli priests and people need to have the 
Gospel preached *o them, yet they will suy, 
“We liuve the Gospel read each Sunduy 
morning in our church;” but llm Gospel, 
the good news from heaven tiiat Romanists 
need is this: The Apostle Paul in 1 Corin- 
thians 15: say-, "Brethren, I declure unto 
you Hie Gospel .... how tiiat Christ 
died for our sins, uud thut He was buried, 
uud tliut He rose aguiu the third day,” 
which proclaims tiiat “Christ died for the 
ungodly that they* might he delivered from 
tiieir sins, lie rose from Hie deud that llis 
iollowers might rise with Him, and ull the 
work of Redemption was for ail who be- 
lieve in Him. 'The Gospel is not a cere 
mony or sucrumeut, a system, uu iutiueuce 
or u philosophy of life; it is a personal re- 
lation between God umi man. "While we 
w ere yet sinners Christ died for us.” 

This relation can be established by fuitli 
iu Christ, believing iu Him and what Ho 
did for us. “Whosoever shall cull upon the 
nume of tiie Lord sliull be saved.” He is 
mediator between God uud muu. Believe 
in Him as Suviour, trust in Him as Re- 
deemer, uud this persouul relation Is es- 
tablished. 

Tiie Roman Catholic church does not 
preach this Gospel, out bus another Gospel 
thun this- priestly power in sucruments 
uud intercession of saints, eto. But liu-re 
is only one Gospel of tiie risen .Suviour and 
those wiio accept it ure blest tor "it is the 
power i*f God unto salvation to every one 
thut helleveth.”

Some members of our Protestant Chris- 
tian churches seem to regard it a safer way 
to discuss in their Sunday gatherings the 
Duty of Protestants In the new mission 
fields of Cuba, Puerto Rico and the Philip- 
pines. than to seek out a solution for doing 
the sumo kind of mission work at home, 
and v\« will quote the weighty words of 
the Archdeacon, in the Protestant Episco- 
pal church in Brooklyn, Now York, Rev. 
Dr. Kitisolving, who says: 

“ I’lio people who live in the Eastern ter- 
ritory of the United States have one sin. 
amt a very great one -thut is the habit of 
looking over the heads of those around 
them. They make great effhrts to plan 
missionary work, and make it a success In 
China and other foreign countries, but fall 
to look after the same woik when it Is at 
their very doors. We need to have a strong 
basis on which to begin operations. I do 
not believe that God excuses us, however 
eager we may he to do Christian work, if 
we overlook t he plain duties that are closest 
to ns. We have all kinds of missionary 
work to do, and we ought to address our- 
selves to that problem, of how to do it suc- 
cessfully at homo before going further 
afield." 

Protestants will say "but Romanism is 
different here in the United {States." No, 
it is not, it is the same religion, although it 
assumes a different form here as in other 
Protestant countries, but in essence and 
spirit it is the same. 

Again it will be said. There nre many 
good Christians in the Roman Cutholic 
church— look at the old "saints" and men 
like Newman. Manning and tin* modern in- 
stances? Some Roman Catholics are more 
spiritually minded than others, but how 
many are they in comparison to the mass of 
the Roman Catholics who give no evidence 
that they are children of God? Mission 
work should be earnestly and lovingly 
carried on among them, as in China, Japan 
ami India. 

A Roman Cntholic woman who has lived 
in Newton nearly all her life, told the 
writer that she knows of many young girls 
in this city who would be glad to leave the 
Roman church if they did not feur the 
priest, and also persecution of their own 
people. Not every priest rules his people 
as it ho were au absolute monarch, for some 
of these men are of kindly disposition, and 
are dearly tieloved by their people, yet one 
and all will do their best to present great 
hindrances to the progress of the truth. 

Those who may possess an iutimntu ac- 
quaintance with these people of Home, 
know that the highest and greatest ambi- 
tion of Roman Catholic parents to be, to 
rear a son for the priesthood of their 
church, A former priest und college pro- 
fessor, M. Patel, thus describes his experi- 
ence: 

“You decorate with the name of a ‘voca- 
tion’ the unreflecting act of a child. Poor- 
ly armed us he is against the attraction of 
tlie unknown, he is pushed by his parents, 
proud to see him aspire to what seems sup- 
erhuman grandeurs, and drawn on by mem- 
bers of a religious society, anxious to se- 
cure reoruits for its personnel and for the 
carrying on of its operations, The subse- 
quent laborious years devoted to study In 
no way prepare the young man for a free 
choice, deprived as he is even of the simple 
lessons of life one might learn by a holiday. 

It is only after the priestly ordination, at 
the moment of giving himself to the minis- 
try— the one dream of his enthu-iasm— that 
he feels the real weight of his fetters. 
When the moment of action has arrived he 
leels himself annihilated by vows against 
nature, which, proposed and accepted at 
eighteen and twenty, have opened to despot

The unjustifiable vow of celibacy, demand- 
ed of the heart as a sacrifice agreeable to 
the God of life, tends to a servile depend- 
i ace, if not to hypocrisy. The vow of 
< . alienee delivers up the will, the most In- 
violable of our posses Jons, to men who 
d -ore to impose themselves on it as gods. 

ule, in a word, entering unworthily into 
I."* details of every instant, breaks the 
spring of intelligence, and destroys all per- 
sonal initiative. Instead of arriving at the 
liberty of the children of God, the man, de- 
prived of his personality, becomes a mere 
instrument, and remains for life a child 
under tutelage."* 

We give one other striking utterance and 
this in regard to the tyranny of the inon- 
a-tio education. M. It. Leeointe, formerly 
a French priest, tells the story of his life in 
the Cretieu Frmicais: 

"An orpimn at eight years, I was placed 
in a school of the F rares, where I had not 
even a holiday. At twelve I was put to 
Jive with a priest who did not permit me to 
go beyond the bounds of the presbytery. 
At thirteen I was shut up in a small semi- 
nary till 1 was twenty. At twenty one 1 
was afresh Interned in the Grand Seminary 
wearing the soutane Always prison! O 
t’liiist, where are the commandments by 
which thou hast prescribed to man to treat 
infancy and youth in this fashion? 

"Kept under the yoke during the whole 
of itifanoy and youth, crushed under the 
heel of au absolute authority, ignorant of 
all that passes in the world outside, en- 
chained by a muss of superstitions and ab- 
surd fetishes, one becomes insensibly the 
Ilian of a cus e, whose soul is perfectly pie- i 
pared t<» receive the sacerdotal imprint. 
Look at them! Th y are all branded, all | 
marked with the indellible sign, all sealed l 
with the seal of slavery." 

Ultimately, M. Leoomte became convert- ; 
ed to the gospel truth und was lilted to be , 
a missionary in Africa. 

And now a word to our dearly loved and 
lunch respected Unitarian friends and . 
neighbors. The greatest need ol this peo- 
ple is summed up in this renteuce: "They 
want a man to look up to." It is also the 
chief need of al! denominations and they 
come nearest to fludini It satisfied, who 
most loyally obey the counsel, "Looking 
unto Jesus, (lie author au l perf»*oter of our 
faith." "Who of God is made unto us 
wisdom and righteousness and redemp- 
tion " (1 Corinthians 1:30); and we would 
also add that the resurrection of Christ in- 
fers His Deity 

Ciiurch members are urged to do more 
parish visiting and not leave it ull for Hie 
pastor to do, or by delegating that work to 
u few members of the church w ho are ap- 
pointed for tliut purpose. Each church 
member has u personal duty to perform in 
tills mutter, uml God will not excuse us fur 
our neglect. Are there any members of 
your church who are never called upon? 
The men members of our churches should 
go out more among the young und older 
men in the neighborhood and seek to win 
souls to Christ, and help the pastor ill his 
labor for the unsaved. When did God give 
you, us u Christian soldier, permission to 
surround yourself with household treasures 
of art and refined tastes thut you might sit 
at your ease, eat, drink and he merry? Is 
it not rather His commund, "Work, lor the 
night couieth w hen uo man can work " If 
you wuit for the unconverted to come unto 
your church meetings, to seek Uod’b peace, 
w hen you ignore their existence outside, 
matters will coutinue on us they uow do, 
und they remain uureuched, untouched. 

Let us remember thut our education, 
talents, culture, refinements uml wealth, 
are not given to us for our own selfish en- 
joMnent, but ure ours only on trust to be 
u»ed for the benefit of others less favored, 
and with whom we are to shure, for we ure 
stewuids only of llis loving bounty. A 
very helpful book for those who w ould like 
to be more like Christ, is one by Rev. An- 
drew Murray , called "Like Christ,” II.

Since that time it has been railed to 12 
oeuts a gallon. The new price puts it up 
a cent higher. This is uu advance of 02 1-2 
per cent within the year. 

Meantime the Standard, Oil Trust iwhicli 
had been dividing profits at the rate of 30 
per cent for several years, bus paid during 
the past year 80 per cent to its shure hold- 
ers.

The public has been squeezed on 
botli sides.

The process by which the Chinese 
leather acquires its peculiar character- 
istics Is described ns follows: 

The skins are put into tubs contain- 
ing water, saltpeter nnd salt nnd after 
30 days are taken out, the lmir Is shav- 
ed off nnd the skins well washed lu 
spring water. Each hide Is then cut up 
Into three pieces nnd well steamed, 
which Is done by passing them several 
times backward and forward over a 
steaming oven. Further, each piece Is 
j stretched out separately over a flat 
board nnd secured with nails, so ns to 
dry gradually and thoroughly in the 
. sun. The smoke of the oven makes 
I the leather black, and If it is desired 
I to have It of a yellow appearance It Is 
rubbed over with water lu which the 
fruit of the so called wongchee tree has 
been soaked. 

Of the offnj glue Is made by heating 
It In pans for 12 hours over a slow fire, 
nnd the glue so obtained Is poured into 
rough earthen vessels, where It re- 
mains three days In order to coagulate. 
The solid mass Is cut Into pieces with 
sharp knives and carefully laid upon 
grntluglike trays to dry, the time taken 
In drying varying from 5 days, with a 
northwest wind, to 30 or 40 days with 
a southwest.— Boston Transcript.

BLOWN 'i’O ( t LOIJAPO FAMOUS LOST RIVER 


A HORSELESS WAGON TRIP FROM 
KANSAS TO DENVER. 

Tfi Is I’rnlrle Schooner Wnx lllugnl 

\\ i ( It Still* mill llmlo licctird 'I Imp 

Tpitm Van In the Brent Knee For 

tlie ,\enl) Dlncovereil Bold Helds. 

In these days of automobile*, motor- 
cycles ami horseless vehicles It may not 
be uuiiiicrcstiitg to know that one of 
the early inventions iu this country to 
tlo away with animal motive power 
originated in Kansas City, Kan. Sam- 
uel lYppard was the genius who con- 
structed a vehicle that carried him ami 
three companions over the plains from 
Oskaloosa almost to Denver. And 
With such rapidity, too, that lie not 
only passed nil the white people jour- 
ueying the same way. but easily dis- 
tanced Indian pursuers and won Ids 
rig tlie unstinted admiration of the red 
men. 

It was during the time of t lie exclte- 
meut following the discovery of gold 
iu Colorado. A great many people lmd 
set out for tills El Dorado, and long 
wagon trains were to be seep every 
day moving across the plains. Mr. 
Peppard was anxious to go. but there 
was one great difficulty iu tlie way- 
lie didn’t have the money to buy horses 
and wagon. So be sat down and 
thought It all over, and then ns a result 
he gave out Hint he was going to build 
a wagon with a sail, which he thought 
would make the trip iu about ns good 
time as any prairie schooner that wns 
floating around over the wild and wool- 
ly west. 

When he first began to build the 
wagon, the wise men of the town nil 
laughed at him for wasting ills time on 
such a craft. Just ns other wise men of 
Noah’s time scoffed nt tlie good patri- 
arch. Mr. Poppnrd’s advisors declared 
that If lie attempted to unvigate such a 
craft he would certainly be killed, and 
the people In general looked the wagon 
over, shook their heads and called it 
"Peppnrd’s folly.” 

But Mr. Peppard kept on sawing 
wood nnd turning it into wheels and 
running gear nnd boards. At last it 
was finished. It was made of rough 
lumber*nnd shaped liken skiff. It was 
eight feet long from prow to stern nnd 
three feet ncross nt amidships nnd two 
feet deep. The bed was placed on a 
running gear with axles six feet apart, 
the wheels all tlie same size and about 
ns large ns tlie front wheels of a bug- 
gy. A ten foot mast was fastened to 
the front nxle and came up through 
tlie bottom of tlie wagon box. nnd to 
this two sails were rigged, the larger 
11 by S feet, the other 7 by 5. They 
were both to he worked by a rope 
through n pulley at the top of the mast. 

If the wind was high, the smaller 
was to he used, and if it was low the 
larger was to be employed. Tlie wag- 
on had a brake nnd a rudder for steer- 
ing. The hounds, instead of having a 
tongue attached, came up over the top 
of the lied and were welded together. 
A bar was fastened here nnd extended 
backward three feet. There was a 
sent placed nt tlie end of the Imr for 
tin* captain, and he steered by pushing 
tlie bar to tlie right or the left. The 
craft rigged out weighed 350 pounds, 
carried a crew of four men, a cargo of 
50U pounds, the enmping outfit nnd 
provisions serving as ballast. 

Before Mr. Peppard started on ids 
overland voyage lie made a trial one 
mile south of Oskaloosa on tlie present 
site or the Jefferson county fair 
grounds. There is a level stretch of 
several miles, and a good, stiff breeze 
was ou. When It struck the large sail, 
the craft stuck Its nose down to the 
ground and came near capsizing. He 
slacked sail nnd set out again with the 
large sheet reefed nnd the smaller full 
against the wind, nnd away it whizzed. 
It went so fast, In fact, that the box- 
ing In the wheels heated. Then, when 
it went over n little knoll, It leaped 
about TO feet Into the air and came 
down with a crash. 

Ills vessel was a wreck, but Mr. Pep- 
pard was not discouraged. He made 
new spindles, repaired the damage, and 
in a few days he and three compan- 
ions were ready to start. Profiting by 
his first experience. Mr. Peppard chose 
a day to start when the wind was 
blow'ng only about ten knots an hour. 
The first day they went BO miles. 
Their route lay northwest through 
Kansas nnd across the southwestern 
tmrt of Nebraska until they struck the 
South Platte river, and from there 
they went toward Denver. 

"Our best time was two miles in 
four minutes.” said Mr. Peppard in 
describing the Incidents of the jour- 
ney "We could not run faster than 
Mint rate, as the boxing would have 
heated. One day we went 50 tnlles in 
three hours and In doing so passed 025 
teams.”— Kansas City Journal.

A PECULIAR STREAM WHICH SUD- 
DENLY DISAPPEARS. 


It Sink* Into tl»e I'.urt It Tlirniiuti nn 
t iilntliomnhlc llolo nut Burst* 
Forth Aunln Prom n lllll Mile* 
Awn? nod Then It c pent* tlie Trlrk. 

Fatuous Lost river manifests its 
strange disposition through the north- 
ern and eastern sections of Orange 
; county. Did. The river, parent of all 
smaller ones, gushes from a bluff In 
Washington county, a stream with 
i strong current which carries every- 
thing before it. It nius In well defined 
: banks for several miles and then sud- 
denly disappears. Near Orleans it 
sinks Into a great cavernous hole 
which might very readily be taken as 
the entrance to the lower regions and 
from which the river gained Its sec- 
ondary name, the river Styx. The 
sink is black and unfathomable and 
even in the driest season lias never 
been explored, although It hns been as- 
certained that the descent Is gradual 
and about 500 feet. 

Several miles from the first sink the 
stream conies forth from the side of a 
hill and. after running on the surface 
a mile or more, again sinks. By saw- 
dust aud wooden ball tests it lias 
been ascertained tlmt another stream 
which rushes from the side of a bluff 
eight miles distant In altogether an- 
other section of the country Is a con- 
tinuation of Lost river. This disap- 
pears Iri another s'nk, runs through nn 
underground passage a tfiile or more 
In. ‘length and finally empties Into 
White river. 

It Is claimed the subterranean 
streams do not follow a single channel, 
but that the entire section Is honey- 
combed by a complex system of mains 
aud lends. 

Lost river was evidently a surface 
stream thousands of years ago. There 
Is a well defined, deep rock bed lending 
from sluk bole to sink, nnd in freshet 
season, when the Volume cf water be- 
comes too great for the subterranean 
passageways to carry, the overflow fol- 
lows the old river bed and joins the 
subterranean streams at the "rises.” 
The old surface course is overgrown 
with trees nnd briers nnd some of 
these indicate that the surface course 
lias not been used for nt least ctu- 
turles. Another evidence of its long 
linhit of following underground sinks 
is shown by the mouud builders’ earth- 
works thrown up at various points 
where the river sinks away. Some of 
these mounds are tlie Unest found 
north of the Ohio river. 

Of the surface tributaries to Lost riv- 
er the most remarkable Is known as 
Stamper creek, which gushes forth 
from the sides of a bluff near Millers- 
burg. It lias a rampant little current 
which carries everything with it to a 
sink hole a mile distant. No one knows 
exactly where it comes out. but seme 
claim it makes Its nppcnrnncc at Spring 
Mills, six miles south. Here Lick 
crock bursts out of the base of a hill. 
Just iu the rear of the mill. Farther 
down stream Lick creek sinks away 
from view, and then comes up nnd 
flows to New Prospect, where it emp- 
ties into Lout river. 

There are several other surface feed- 
ers which are quite us freakish. Near 
them are found caverns through which 
subterraueaq streams Uow. They are 
filled with eyeless fishes and water ani- 
mals. In some the streams have a 
swift current and are evidently part of 
the Lost river system. At certain points 
in the county the surface lias caved iu 
nnd shows Lost river running under- 
ground to the depth of 100 feet IIow 
the water is again elevated to the sur- 
face is not known. The passageways 
are through white rock, worn smooth 
and white by the water. 

Those who have made a study of the 
subterranean streams of Indiana nnd 
Kentucky have advanced the theory 
Hint away below the surface of In- 
diana— in at least the southern portion 
—there ip a secondary great system of 
waterways and subterranean rivers. 
Some geologists of note have concur- 
red iu this theory. It is known that 
such streams do exist In the extreme 
southern section. Wyandotte aud oth- 
er caves owe their origin to these 
streams. Some years ago a subter- 
ranean stream was found ruunlug un- 
der Kush county, almost 7U miles 
northeast. The water can be beard 
rouriug tb rough the passageways and 
at times the course seeuis to be over- 
taxed. It evidently flows a great dis- 
tance from the uortbeast uud probably 
bus its source in the St. Lawrence 
river system. At English a flood re- 
sulted iu the discovery of another lost 
river. A new cavern was opeued by 
the watep In Crawford county. 

The attractiveness of Lost river aud 
Its tributaries is enhanced greatly by 
the weird, wild scenery of Grunge 
county.

At 7 55 o’clock Inst Monday evening 
President Hally of the hoard of aldermen 
called the members of that austere body 
to order.

The duties of this office have been 
recently added to that of the agent of the 
board of health, and the $300 would prac- 
tically mean an increase iu that official’s 
salary. 

Plans for the proposed new fire station 
at Newton Power Falls were presented for 
consideration by public buildings commis- 
sioner G. II. Elder. According to the com- 
missioner’s report, the new station will 
cost about $12,700. The report was re- 
ferred to the public property committee.

Preliminary 
papers to that end have been filed at the 
office of the register of deeds at East Cam- 
bridge by Judge Hit am P. Hardman, coun- 
sel for respondent, and were returnable 
Tuesday. 

Testatrix was single and a sister of Miss 
Hannah W. Loring of Newton, whoso will 
was contested some months ago. IJke her 
sister, Miss Mary H. Loring left consider- 
able property In public bequests. The will 
named 0. U. Cotting of Brookline as execu- 
tor and trustee, and he will be represented 
in the contest by C. II. Tyler. 

The first public bequest In the will gave 
all the real estate situated in Newton to j 
the home for Aged Females in Newton, , 
provided such an institution existed at the , 
time of testatrix’ death. If there was no 
such institution a olause provided that the j 
real estate was to he managed by Mr. Cot i 
ting as a trust fund for two years. If dtir 
ing that time a home is established, and the 
board of aldermen of the city certified in 
writing that it was a credit to the city, the 
real estate was to go to the home thus es- 
tablished. If not it was to sink and be- 
come part of the residue of the estate. 

Other public bequests provided as fol- 
lows: Atlanta University. $1000; Newton 
Cottage hospital, $5000; Rebecca Pomrov 
Newton Home for Orphan Girls, $2000; In- 
dustrial Home for Crippled und Deformed 
Children, $ 2000 . 

The tilth paragraph of the will leaves 
$12,000 in trust to 0. U. Cotting to pay at j 
such times as lie may deem best the net in- 
come to the nephew of testatrix, Joshua L. ] 
Woodward, during his life, und at his death 
to pay said net income by equal quarterly \ 
payments in every year in equal shares to ; 
such of his children, whether now or after- j 
ward born, as may be living at the time of j 
payment, lawful issue of any deceased ; 
child, however, not to tuke ancestor’s j 
share. 

The clause further says: “And at the i 
death of the last survivor of such of his 
children as are now living, I direct that the 
principal of said fund, as it shall then exist, 
be divided into three equal parts or por- 
tions, and one of said parts then given to 
said Susie L Davis, another to be added to 
the fund created by the sixth paragraph of 
this will for the benefit of said grandniece, 
Alice E. Davis, und the remaining part to 
begiven to the Perkins Institute and Massa- 
chusetts school for the blind.”

IMPORTANT HEARING RE FORE TIIE LEO 
1SLATIVK COMMITTEE.

House Bill No. 42(5 which provides for the 
abolition of tiie remaining grade crossings 
in the city of Newton will be considered 
by the committee on railroads of the Leg- 
islature on Wednesday, Muroh 7th, at 10 
o'clock a. m. This is a subject of great 
importance to the inhabitants of Newton 
and especially to the residents of the 
south side of our city where the grade 
crossings exist. 

All who have experienced the benefits 
which followed the abolition of grade 
crossings on tiie north side of tiie city, 
will welcome the day when every grade 
crossiug is abolished, not only for the 
safety and convenience of our people but 
for the fimu.cial benefit which will follow 
a wise plan of separation. The purpose 
of tiie bill now* before the committee is 
not only to secure a separation of the re- 
maining grade crossings but also to estab- 
lish by law the plan of separation designed 
by tiie City Engineer so as best to promote 
tiie public welfare. Citizens directly in- 
terested in this groat improvement should 
at once come together and arrange for such 
a presentation of their case as will con- 
vince the committee that the bill before 
them is a needed measure and that it 
should be enacted into law.

Bird Talks. 

At the twenty-third regular meeting of 
the Maynard Chapter of the Newton 
Natural History Society held Feb. 1(5, 
at Mr. Maynard's Laboratory, Miss A. L. 
Weeks gave a very instructive tulk on "the 
Food of Winter Birds," stating that birds 
are guided by the food supply and by the 
weather. She continued telling what 
our common winter birds feed upon. 
Cbiokndces are particularly fond of the 
eggs of cunkerworm, while Pine seeds fur- 
nish food for the Pine Grosbeak, Siskin 
and Crossbill. The American Goldfinch 
und Redpoll feed largely on birch seeds. 
Mountain asli berries seem to be a favorite 
of the Cedar-bird.. Other seed-eating birds 
are the Buntings and J uncos. The Blue 
Jays feed on acorns, chestnuts and beech- 
nuts which they have stored away. 

MissM. A. Robinson then gave a talk 
on the birds she saw while in Maine on 
her vacation. Hardly a -ay passed that 
she did not hear the jerky fitful notes, 
"witch-erty, witeh-er-ty, witch-er-ty 
witch,” of the Maryland yellow throat. 
While strolling in the dense part of the 
woods she saw the Black-throated blue 
Warbler distinguished by the small wbite 
patch on either wing. The evening before 
coming away she was fortunate enough to 
hear the Hermit Thrushs vesper song. 

After Mr. \Y. Gerritsou had showed a 
collect Ion of the different colored beach 
sands lie had collected at York Beach to 
the society, Mr. Maynard spoke of the 
Modifications of Structure in birds that do 
not migrate. The Grouse, commonly 
calleil the Partridge lives on coarse food 
such as the birds of trees during the winter 
when lie can not get grubs. Therefore 
his gullet is especially adapted to this. He 
only collects food during daylight so stores 
away food in his gullet which is delatable. 
The Quail is similarly constructed to that 
of tiie Grouse. Hawks and Owls store 
away so much food that they do not starv 
to death as easily as otli r birds. The 
structure of tiie Doves, Finches, Chicka- 
dees, Woodpe ker<. Pelicans and Gamuts

The gypsy moth committee Is getting its 
turn this week, and is nailing some of tiie 
misstatements which are being hurled at 
it by the opponents of tiie work. There 
has been an immense amount of loose talk 
by tiie employes or ex employes of the com- 
mittee during tiie Investigation, hut their 
talk is nothing to tiie statements of men 
who have standing, because they are ex- 
legislators or high in public life.

TRAININ G OF A NIMALS. 

Only Accomplished, It In Snlil, by the 
lie of the Whip. 

The popular theory that animals cau 
be taught tricks by firmness and kind- 
ness is a grim error, according to a vet- 
eran circus man who has sent forth 
tiie dictum thnt no animal was ever 
trained to do anything unnatural ex- 
cept by punishment. If it knows hun- 
ger or pain will follow disobedience, It 
will obey. 

It takes the whip to break the colt to 
harness or saddle, but the end Justifies 
the means, aud the animal’s Intelli- 
gence when once it has learned its les- 
son does away with further use of the 
whip. But If a horse is taught tricks, 
such as one sees in a circus, the con- 
stant use of the whip is necessary, 
and the little pat on the neck the train- 
er gives the animal in public is not be- 
stowed lu private. There is never any 
let up in their training. 

Trained dogs always appeal to wom- 
en and children, for the little nuimals 
appear to thoroughly enjoy their work. 
But the barking and frisking are only 
the natural joy of the poor beasts at 
being let out of tiie cramped quarters 
where tiie}’ stay when they are not in 
the ring. Moreover, they know the 
trainer does not whip them in public. 
There is scarcely a trick a trained dog 
does that lie likes or that he will do at 
order unless punished. Willis Cobb 
was the first dog trainer to make a 
reputation, and when lie was middle 
aged lie abandoned ids profession be- 
cause, lie said, lie had nut tiie heart to 
go ou making a living by whipping 
dogs.— Cleveland World.

THE CRASH OF HEAVY GUNS. 


Fcnrful Strain of tlie Cnneusslon 
limn the Nerves anti lOarn. 

The stunning report of encli gun ns 
It Is fired Is something that n stranger 
on the deck will long remember. There 
Is nn old saying, "deaf as a post." 
Now, in the royal navy, tills Is changed 
to “deaf as n post captain.” 

No ninii can go through a long series 
of gunnery practices without having 
bis hearing very seriously affected. 
Some men put cotton wool in their 
ears, but even tills precaution does lit- 
tle to deaden the terrible shock. And 
if t lie firing of one or two guns lias 
such a shattering power, what would 
be the effect if the whole armament 
were lu action together? 

It is nlmost impossible to conceive 
the strain upon nerve and senses of the 
rending concussion. if a visitor 
watches the firing of one of the mon- 
ster 1) inch guns ami then places him- 
self beside one of the smaller pieces, 
the report made by the oue will uot 
appear much louder than that of the 
other. The extra distance to the muz- 
zle of the big piece discounts the sound. 
The ouly apparent difference between 
the two appears to be that t he small 
pieces have a sharper, higher pitched 
note, and that the 0 and 9 Inch gnus 
speak with more of a bellowing roar. 

Oue piece of advice may be given to 
any one who finds himself in the 
neighborhood of a gun iu action. The 
noise will not have nearly the same 
effect if you are watching the gun as 
if the crash comes. unexpectedly. Un- 
consciously nature prepares you to re- 
sist a shock which is known to be im- 
pending.— Blackwood’s Magazine.

STORY OF THE YAZOO FRAUD | 

Onr of tl»«* Mont Uljcnntlc Trn«i» Ever 
Known In America. 

One of the most gigantic tniats over 
formed on this continent was in the 
early days of the republic, back In 
171)5. Several gentlemen organized 
themselves Into n company for the pur- 
pose of purchasing from Hie state of 
Georgia her unclaimed western terri- 
tory, extending from the Mississippi 
on the west to the Atlantic on the onst 
nnd from the thirty-first degree of lati- 
tude north of the equator on the south 
to tiio southern boundary of Tennessee 
on the north, including what now con- 
stitutes the territory of Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Mississippi. This vast ter- 
ritory was purchased for $500,000 and 
tills was the commencement of the fa- 
mous “Yazoo fraud,” about which so 
much was said nnd written. 

The 1)111 authorizing the purchase 
and sale passed the Georgia legislature 
on Jan. 5). 175)5, nnd it is said that 
members were pnld nil the way from 
eight negroes to 200,000 acres of laud 
to vote for It. Corruption by bribery 
was open. Groat indignation spread 
throughout the state, nnd upon the as- 
sembling of the legislature one yenr 
later nn net was passed declaring that 
the said res ur pod act was null nnd 
void; that the records relating to the 
same be burned in order that no trace 
of so unconstitutional, vile nnd fraudu- 
lent a transaction should remain pub- 
lic. 

“The Infamous records were placed 
in one vast heap,” said a senator, 
“and a sun glass was used to set It 011 
fire, that It might be said that the lire 
that destroyed it was from heaven. 
Tills Is the first nnd only instance in 
the history of the country where a leg- 
islative body personally superintended 
the destruction by fire of its previous 
records of corrupt nnd obnoxious 
laws.”— St. Paul Globe. 


AN EDITOR’S APOLOGY. 

A Happy Inspiration Tlmt Proved to 
lie a ItoomeraiiK. 

The editor of a small provincial pa- 
per In Austria was in great difficulty 
to find a fit subject for his lending arti- 
cle. having been too Intent upon other 
business or upon pleasure to provide 
oue. The last moment had come, and 
the editor was iu despair. lie tortured 
his brain in vain, when he Suddenly 
was inspired by a happy thought and 
dashed off the lines: 

“After carefully perusing the leading 
article written for the present number 
by one of the ablest of our contribu- 
tors, we have arrived nt the conclusion 
that it may be misinterpreted by tlie 
authorities nnd regarded as an attack 
upon the government. We ourselves 
consider it to be perfectly innocent;

have very unwillingly, though, ns we 
think, prudently, resolved to withdiaw 
the article. This must serve ns the 
apology to our readers for the blank 
space in our present Issue.” 

The Journal was published In the 
evening, nnd the sly editor, after per- 
forming tliis little piece of stratagem, 
left the office In high humor. As soon 
ns lie arrived In tlie office the next 
morning a clerk came up to him with 
a doleful expression and said. “Herr 
Redaktor. the paper Is confiscated by 
the police!" “For whnt reason?” ask- 
ed the astonished editor. “For mali- 
cious ridicule of the Institutions of the 
Austrian empire by the omission of the 
leading article.” replied the man. 


A Curious Shoe Trust. 

Doylestown hns four odd characters 
who pool their issues lu buying shoes. 
They all have the same sized foot, nnd 
each regards this fact ’In the nature of 
n libel perpetrated upon him by the 
other three. Every year each one of 
the quartet chips In $18. nnd the fund 
of $72 Is expended for shoes. Buying 
them In such quantities there is natu- 
rally a rcduptioil in price. One would 
think that there would be nn equal di- 
vision of the shoes, but tlmt isu't their 
little game. 

The shoes nre owned collectively, 
share anti share alike, nnd when not 
being worn they are kept iu a closet In 
the express office, which Is the general 
lounging place of the quartet. If one 
man wants to wear new shoes, he goes 
to the express office and puts them on. 
If he wears russets in the daytime and 
wants to wear patent leathers lu the 
evening, he goes to the express office 
ami makes the change. They have 
been doing this for several years and 
claim they wouldn’t wear shoes in any 
other way.— Philadelphia Record.

Bishop Jeremy Taylor spoke of “the 
holy Intervals when we are called off from 
the world to the acts and employments of 
religion, and when we are hidden to do 
honor to God and to think of heaven with 
hearty purpose and peremptory design ” 
While we tnke care that ’ all the other por- 
tions of our time he hallowed w i lit little 
retirements ot our thoughts and short con- 
versations with God, and ail along be hal- 
lowed with pious intention.” we may think 
of Lent as one of “the holy interval-*.” 

IIow shall we make the best use of the 
holy Interval of Lent? Said Bishop Hun- 
tington, “We need voluntary acts of self- 
denial whether to bring down and humble 
pride, to chasten fleshly propensities, to 
clear tlie soul for prayer, to provide larger 
charities for Christ’s missions and His 
poor, or to honor God by a simple act of 
obedience to II is word. 

“How many need to lay a cross on their 
lips, to fast from strife and debate, from 
slander und idle words. Here are the 
ashes we are to sprinkle und tlie sackcloth 
we are to wear. Lent is for human kind- 
nesses, neighborly sympathy, family ten- 
derness. Learn in it to love tlie brother- 
hood and to visit the poor. Hate nothing 
so much as hatred. Drop every grudge 
nnd revenge out of your heart. Live fair- 
ly with men. God makes tlie path of 
obedience to Himself to be the path of 
honesty and sweet temper and loving kind- 
ness to Ills children. The road of duty 
will still be narrow, but in it you will 
breuthe the immortal uir, and every deep- 
ening breath will be an inspiration of the 
life eternal.”

SCORPIONS AND FIRE. 

Tlie I'olNonoiiM Anlmnls Are I'nrtlcu- 
larly Sensitive to lient. 

An Interesting question has from 
time to time been discussed l>y natu- 
ralists nnd physiologists, ns to whether 
tlie scorpion commits suicide by sting- 
ing himself with Ids own venomous 
dart. Experiments have often been 
made, which consist in surrounding 
the scorpion with n circle of tire, usual- 
ly formed of smnil pieces of burning 
coals. 

One tuny theu see the animal agitate 
his tail in the air. waving his dart to 
and fro over Ids head In a desperate 
movement and finally fall dead, ap- 
pearing to have decided that lie could 
not escape tlie flames and to have in- 
oculated himself with Ids own venom. 
This idea is now, however, found to be 
erroueous, ns it lias been proved that 
the scorpion is not affected by ids own 
venomous tluid. and tlie hypothesis of 
his suicide cannot lie maintained. It 
appears from Inter observations made 
upon the death of the scorpion under 
the conditions in question that a more 
simple explanation is to lie found. 

Scorpions are, In fact, sensitive to 
heat and are easily killed by a temper- 
ature not exceeding 50 degrees centi- 
grade. if one concentrate the solar 
rays upon a scorpion's back by means 
af a lens, one 111113 * observe that lie tries 
b 3 r means of his tail to remove tlie 
cause of discomfort. It is this move- 
ment of defense which has hitherto 
been mistaken for one of suicide, and 
in reality the scorpion lias been killed 
by the beat to which be has been ex- 
posed under such circumstances.— 
Scientific American.
